The  Secretary  of  State  directed  the  House  to  the  election 
-of  Speaker  for  the  two  years  ensuing,  and  requested  that  bal- 
lots be  prepared  and  forwarded  for  that  purpose. 

The  ballots  having  been  taken  and  counted  by  the  tellers, 
it  appeared  that 

JOHN  H;  MERRIFIELD, 

the  Representative  from  the  town  of  Newfane,  having  re- 
ceived a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast,  was  elected  Speaker 
of  the  House  of  Representatives  for  the  two  years  next 
ensuing. 
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The  Secretary  of  State  designated  Mr.  Porter  of  Wilming- 
ton, and  Mr.  Battell  of  Middlebury,  to  wait  upon  the  Speaker- 
elect,  inform  him  of  his  election,  and  conduct  him  to  the  chair.. 

The  committee  performed  the  duty  assigned  them. 

The  Speaker  was  duly  sworn,  and  addressed  the  House  a» 
follows: 

Chn4fiemen  of  the  House  of  Representaiives. — I  sincerely  thank 
you  for  this  evidence  of  your  confidence  in  me.  I  fully 
realize  the  fact  that  I  shall  not  be  equal  to  the  duties  to  which 
you  have  called  me  unless  1  receive  in  very  large  measure  your 
help.  This  I  ask  for,  and  believing  that  it  will  be  granted 
to  me  I  accept  the  trust  that  you  have  placed  in  my  hand» 
and  pledge  you  my  best  efforts  to  administer  it  impartially. 

We  have  been  summoned  here  by  the  people  of  our  State 
to  act  for  them  on  questions  of  more  than  the  ordinary  inter- 
est and  importance.  We  come  with  widely  differing  views  on 
some  of  the  questions  which  we  are  to  determine.  To  har- 
monize these  views  on  some  basis  which  shall  be  just  to  all 
interests,  as  far  as  possible,  may  seem  to  us  a  difficult  task. 
But  we  can  perform  it,  my  fellow  members,  if  we  place  upper- 
most, as  I  believe  we  will,  our  purpose,  that  purpose  the  at- 
tainment of  the  greatest  public  good. 

Let  us  then  resolve,  as  we  take  the  oath  of  office  this  morn- 
ing, to  sink  behind  our  pledge  of  fealty  to  State  and  country, 
every  personal  preference  not  in  accord  with  this  high  pur- 
pose. Acting  in  this  spirit  and  seeking  the  guidance  of  the 
Higher  Power  in  all  our  labors,  may  we  not  confidently  ex- 
pect to  accomplish  the  work  that  has  been  given  us  to  do  in 
that  manner  which  shall  best  subserve  the  highest  interest 
of  our  State.  I  now  invite  your  attention  to  the  further  busi- 
ness of  the  session. 

The  Speaker  directed  the  House  to  the  election  of  Clerk 
for  the  two  years  ensuing,  and  requested  that  ballots  be  pre- 
pared and  forwarded  for  that  purpose. 

The  ballots  having  been  taken  and  counted  by  the  tellers,, 
it  appeared  that 

THOMAS  0.  CHENEY, 

of  Morristown,  having  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes 
cast,  was  elected  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives  for 
the  two  years  next  ensuing. 

The  Speaker  designated  Mr.  Stafford  of  Morristown,  and 
Mr.  Bundy  of  St.  Johnsbury,  to  wait  upon  the  Clerk-elect^ 
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inform  him  of  his  election,  and  conduct  him  to  the  bar  of  the 
House  to  receive  the  oath  of  oflflice. 

The  committee  performed  the  duty  assigned  them. 

The  Clerk  was  duly  sworn  and  entered  upon  the  discharge 
of  his  duties. 

Thereupon  the  Representatives  each  took  and  subscribed 
the  oaths  required  by  the  Constitution  and  Laws  of  the  State. 

Mr.  Bailey  of  Newbury,  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  rules  of  the  last  session  be  the  rules  of 
the  present  session  until  others  are  adopted; 

Which  was  read  and  adopted. 

Mr.  Gale  of  Guilford  offered  the  following  joint  resolutions 

Resolved  hff  the  Senate  <md  House  of  Representatives,  That 
the  joint  rules  of  the  last  session  are  hereby  adopted  as  the 
joint  rules  of  the  present  session  until  others  are  adopted; 

Which  was  read  and  adopted  on  the  part  of  the  House. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Northfield,  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  Clerk  inform  the  Senate  that  the  House 
is  organized  and  ready,  on  their  part  to  proceed  with  the  busi- 
ness of  the  session; 

Which  was  read  and  adopted. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  Senate  by  Mr.  Farns- 
worth,  their  Secretary,  as  follows: 

Mb.  Speaker: 

I  am  directed  to  inform  the  House  that  a  quorum  of  the 
Senate  have  assembled  and  organized  by  the  election  of 
Walter  K.  Farnsworth,  of  Rutland,  Secretary,  and  Chauncey 
W.  Brownell,  President,  pro  tempore,  and  are  ready,  on  their 
part,  to  proceed  with  the  business  of  the  session. 

Mr.  Huntley,  of  Leicester,  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  we  now  proceed  to  election  of  Chaplain  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  for  the  constitutional  term  of 
two  years; 

Which  was  read  and  adopted.

Whereupon  the  Speaker  directed  the  attention  of  the 
House  to  the  election  of  a  Chaplain,  and  no  other  nomination 
being  made,  the  House  ordered  the  election  to  be  viva  voce

WhereaSf  It  is  claimed  that  at  the  election  held  in  this 
State  on  September  2, 1902,  there  was  no  choice  for  Governor 
and  Lieutenant-Governor; 

WhereaSj  It  is  provided  by  article  9  of  the  amendments  to 
the  Constitution  that  the  votes  for  Governor,  Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor and  Treasurer  of  the  State  shall  be  sorted  and  counted 
and  the  result  declared  by  the  committee  appointed  by  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives; 

WhereaSy  It  is  provided  by  section  139  of  the  Vermont 
Statutes  for  the  purpose  of  greater  certainty  in  the  count  of 
votes  for  State  officers,  that  the  town  clerks  shall  keep  the 
votes  securely  sealed  for  three  years  after  an  election,  but  if 
called  for  deliver  them  to  the  committee  appointed  by  the 
General  Assembly  to  canvass  the  same; 

WhereaSy  It  is  claimed  that  great  inaccuracies  exist  in  the 
votes  for  Governor,  Lieutenant-Governor  and  State  Treasurer 
at  the  last  September  election,  as  shown  by  the  certificates 
returned  by  the  town  clerks;

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RULES  AND  ORDERS 

OF  THE 

HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES. 

RULD  1. 

Previous  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  House,  which  shall 
occur  after  the  election  of  Speaker  and  Clerk,  at  half-past 
•eight  o'clock  in  the  morning,  or  half-past  one  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon,  as  the  case  may  require,  and  before  the  House 
:8hall  be  called  to  order,  the  Speaker  shall  direct  the  Sergeant- 
at-Arms  to  cause  the  seats  to  be  vacated,  and  the  Clerk  shall 
place  in  a  box  prepared  for  the  purpose  ballots  designating 
by  name  the  several  towns  in  the  State,  and  shall  proceed  to 
•draw  therefrom,  impartially,  one  ballot  at  a  time,  until  all 
are  drawn;  and  as  each  ballot  is  drawn,  the  member  from  the 
town  designated  by  such  ballot  shall  personally,  if  present, 
or  may  by  proxy,  if  absent,  select  his  seat,  and  shall  occupy 
the  same  during  the  drawing,  either  by  himself  or  his  proxy. 
If  any  member  from  any  town  so  drawn  shall  not  be  present, 
•either  himself  or  by  his  proxy,  at  the  time  of  such  drawing 
the  town  next  drawn  shall  have  preference. 

Rule  2. 

The  House  shall  meet  every  day  (Sundays  excepted),  at  ten 
o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  at  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon, 
unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Rule  3. 

of  committees. 

At  the  commencement  of  each  session,  the  following  stand- 
ing committees  shall  be  appointed,  viz.: 

A  committee  of  three  members  to  report  rules  of  the 
House. 

A  committee  of  seven  members,  to  whom  shall  be  referred 
all  matters  relating  to  the  election  of  members;  to  be  de- 
nominated the  Committee  on  EUctions. 

A  committee  of  seven  members,  to  whom  shall  be  referred 
all  matters  relating  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States 
and  the  relations  of  the  State  to  it;  to  be  denominated  the 
Committee  on  Federal  Relations,

A  committee  of  nine  members,  to  whom  shall  be  referred 
all  matters  affecting  the  revenue  of  the  State,  and  who  shall 
inquire  into  the  state  of  the  treasury;  ascertain  the  amount 
of  debts  due  the  State,  and  the  claims  against  it;  report  the 
amount  of  taxes  necessary  to  be  raised  for  the  support  of  the

A  committee  of  one  member  from  each  county,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  receive  and  distribute  all  public  documents  and 
papers,  printed  for  the  use  of  the  members;  to  be  denominated 
the  Diatributmg  Committee, 

A  committee  of  eleven  members,  to  whom  shall  be  referred 
all  matters  relating  to  the  State  prison;  to  be  denominated 
the  Committee  on  the  Staie  Prison. 

A  committee  of  nine  members,  to  whom  shall  be  referred 
all  bills  and  other  matters  relative  to  private  corporations; 
to  be  denominated  the  Committee  on  Corporations. 

A  committee  of  seven  members,  to  whom  shall  be  referred 
all  bills  and  other  matters  relative  to  town  lines;  to  be  de- 
nominated the  Committee  on  Totcn  Lines.

No  committee  shall  sit  during  the  session  of  the  House, 
without  leave  from  the  House. 

Rule  5. 

Committees  shall  consider  and  report  to  the  House  upon 
all  matters  referred  to  them,  and  they  may  report  by  bill  or 
otherwise. 
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Rule  6. 

Oommittees  shall  be  made  by  the  Speaker,  but  any  ap- 
pointment so  made  may,  on  motion  of  a  member,  be  overruled 
by  the  House;  in  which  case  the  House  shall,  on  nomination 
of  a  member,  immediately  fill  the  vacancy. 

Rule  7. 

A  member  shall  be  excused  from  service  on  any  committee 
upon  his  request,  if  at  the  time  of  his  appointment  he  is  a 
member  of  two  other  committees. 

Rule)  8. 

Whenever  the  House  orders  the  appointment  of  a  commit- 
tee, the  Speaker  shall  be  entitled  to  one  recess  of  the  House, 
in  which  to  make  the  appointment. 

Rule  9. 

op  the  rights  and  duties  op  the  speaker  and  other  members. 

The  Speaker  shall  take  the  chair  at  the  hour  to  which  the 
House  adjourned,  call  it  to  order  and  proceed  to  business, 
causing  the  journals  of  the  previous  day  to  be  read  at  the 
opening  of  the  House  on  each  day,  unless  otherwise  ordered 
by  the  House.  He  shall  preserve  order  and  may  speak  on 
questions  of  order  in  preference  to  any  other  member,  rising 
from  his  seat  for  that  purpose;  and  shall  decide  on  all  ques- 
tions of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  House. 

Rule  10. 

In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the 
gallery  or  lobby,  the  Speaker  may  cause  .the  same  to  be 
cleared. 

Rule  11. 

If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress  the 
rules  of  the  House,  the  Speaker  shall,  or  any  other  member 
may,  call  such  member  to  order,  in  which  case  the  member  so 
called  to  order  shall  immediately  sit  down,  unless  i>ermitted 
to  explain;  and  the  House  shall,  if  appealed  to,  decide  the 
same  without  debate.  If  the  decision  be  in  favor  of  the  mem- 
ber called  to  order,  he  shall  be  at  liberty  to  proceed;  if  other- 
wise, and  the  case  requires,  he  shall  be  liable  to  the  censure 
of  the  House. 
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Rule  12. 

No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  the  same  ques- 
tion without  permission  from  the  House;  nor  shall  he  speak 
the  second  time  while  the  floor  is  claimed  by  a  member  who 
has  not  spoken  to  the  question  under  consideration. 


Rule  13. 

No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the 
House  unless  he  have  leave  of  absence,  is  sick,  or  unable  to 
attend. 

Rule  14. 

The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  ordered  on  any  question,  on  de- 
mand of  a  member,  and  when  taken,  and  also  on  a  division  of 
the  House,  every  member  present  except  the  Speaker,  shall 
vote,  unless  excused  by  the  House;  but  no  member  shall  be 
compelled  to  vote  who  was  not  present  when  the  question  was 
stated  from  the  Chair;  nor  shall  any  one  in  taking  the  yeas 
and  nays,  be  permittted  to  vote,  except  by  unanimous  consent, 
who  was  not  within  the  bar  of  the  House  when  his  name  was 
called ;  and  when  any  member  asks  leave  to  vote,  the  Speaker 
shall  propound  to  him  the  question :  "  Were  you  within  the  bar 
of  the  House  when  your  name  waa  called?"  Nor  shall  any 
member  be  permitted  to  vote  on  any  question  in  which  he  is 
immediately  or  directly  interested.  No  member  or  other  per- 
son shall  visit  or  remain  by  the  Clerk's  table  while  the  yeas 
and  nays  are  being  called,  or  the  ballots  are  being  counted. 


Rule  15. 

In  all  cases  of  ballots,  the  Speaker  shall  vote;  in  other 
cases  he  shall  not  be  required  to  vote,  unless  the  House  be 
equally  divided,  or  unless  his  vote,  if  given  to  the  minority, 
will  make  the  division  equal ;  and  in  case  of  such  equal  divi- 
sion, the  question  shall  be  lost. 


Rule  16. 

A  member  in  the  minority,  or  one  who  did  not  vote  on  any 
question,  shall  not  have  the  right  to  move  a  reconsideration 
thereof,  nor  shall  a  motion  for  reconsideration  be  in  order, 
unless  made  before  the  close  of  the  next  day  of  actual  session 
after  that  on  which  the  vote  was  taken. 
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Rule  17. 

A  member,  on  presenting  a  resolution,  shall  state,  shortly, 
the  object  of  it,  and  be  held  responsible  for  the  propriety  of 
expression  therein  used. 

Rule  18. 

Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  by  the  mover,  if 
required  by  the  Speaker  or  any  other  member. 


Rule  19. 

The  Speaker  may  call  upon  any  member  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  the  Chair  whenever  he  shall  find  it  necessary  to  re- 
tire from  it;  and  such  member  shall  discharge  all  the  duties 
devolving  upon  the  Speaker,  for  a  time  not  exceeding  six 
regular  sessions,  and,  if  at  the  expiration  of  said  time,  the 
Speaker  shall  be  unable  to  occupy  the  chair,  the  House  shall 
elect  from  its  members  a  Speaker  pro  tern.,  who  shall  serve 
until  the  Speaker  shall  be  able  to  resume  the  duties  of  his 
office,  and  when  the  House  shall  go  into  Committee  of  the 
Whole,  the  Chairman  shall  be  named  by  the  Speaker. 


Rule  20. 

All  petitions  shall  be  referred  to-  a  committee  without 
reading,  unless  the  reading  be  demanded  by  a  member. 


Rule  21. 

The  House  having  once  decided  on  any  question,  it  shall 
not  again  be  brought  before  the  House  by  any  member  there- 
of, in  any  form  whatever,  during  the  same  session. 


Rule  22. 

When  a  motion  shall  be  made  for  a  call  of  the  House,  the 
call  shall  be  ordered,  if  said  motion  is  sustained  by  a  majority 
of  the  members  present. 

Rule  23. 

No  motion  to  amend  the  rules  of  the  House  shall  be  acted 
upon  until  it  shall  have  been  before  the  House  at  least 
twenty-four  hours. 
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Rule  24. 

The  Governor,  Lieutenant-Governor,  Treasurer,  Secretary 
of  State,  State  Auditor,  Secretary  of  Civil  and  Military  Af- 
fairs, members  of  the  State  Senate,  Senators  and  members  of 
Congress,  Judges  of  the  Supreme  and  Circuit  Courts,  the 
District  Judge,  Collector,  Attorney,  Marshal  of  the  United 
States,  and  such  as  have  previously  held  those  offices,  the 
clergy  and  such  as  may  be  introduced  by  a  member,  shall  be 
admitted  to  seats  on  the  floor  of  the  House. 

Rule  25. 

Counsel  may  be  admitted  to  advocate  any  cause,  if  per- 
mitted by  three-fourths  of  the  members  present. 

Rule  26. 

No  bill  shall  pass  the  House  until  it  shall  have  been  read 
three  several  times,  the  last  of  which  shall  be  at  least  twenty- 
four  hours  after  the  first  reading,  and  the  third  reading  of  all 
bills  of  a  public  nature  shall  be  ordered  for  some  particular 
day. 

Rule  27. 

All  bills  shall  be  read  a  second  time  by  their  titles  only,, 
unless  the  reading  shall  be  demanded  by  a  member;  and  all 
bills  after  the  second  reading,  and  all  petitions,  memorials, 
remonstrances,  resolutions  and  other  papers  calling  for  legis- 
lative action  (except  such  as  have  been  reported  by  a  com- 
mittee), no  objection  being  made,  shall  be  referred  by  the 
Speaker  to  appropriate  committees. 

Rule  28. 

No  bill  for  the  charter,  re-charter  or  increase  of  capital  of 
any  bank,  or  for  the  alteration  of  county  or  town  lines,  or 
the  removal  or  alteration  of  shires,  shall  be  entertained  by 
the  House,  unless  it  is  made  to  appear  to  the  committee  to 
which  it  may  have  been  referred  that  the  required  notice  has 
been  given. 

Rule  29. 

The  subject-matter  of  a  bill  shall  be  briefly  indicated  in 
the  title  by  the  mover,  at  the  time  of  its  introduction;  and 
every  bill  and  resolution  shall  be  properly  folded  and  the 
name  of  the  mover,  and  the  town  he  represents,  shall  be  legi- 
bly written  on  the  bottom  of  the  same  before  it  shall  be' 
offered. 
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Rule  30. 

A  two-thirds  vote  of  all  present  shall  be  reqaired  for  the 
suspension  of  any  rule  of  the  House. 

RULD  31. 
MOTIONS. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  shall  be 
determined  without  debate. 

Rule  32. 

Motions  on  bills  and  resolutions  shall  be  sustained  in  the 
following  order: 

1.  To  dismiss. 

2.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain. 

3.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

4.  To  commit. 

5.  To  amend. 

Rule  33. 

If  the  question  in  debate  contains  several  points,  the  same 
shall  be  divided  on  the  demand  of  a  member.  A  motion  to 
strike  out  or  to  insert  shall  not  be  divided,  but  the  rejection 
of  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  one  proposition  shall 
not  preclude  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  a  different  one, 
or  a  motion  simply  to  strike  out  prevent  a  subsequent  one  to 
strike  out  and  insert. 

Rule  34. 

In  filling  blanks,  the  largest  sum  and  the  longest  time 
shall  be  the  first  in  order. 

Rule  35. 

order  of  business. 

The  first  hour  of  each  morning's  sitting  may  be  devoted 
to  the  reception  and  disposal  of  petitions,  memorials,  remon- 
strances, motions,  resolutions,  and  the  introduction  of  bills; 
after  which  the  orders  of  the  day,  or  other  proper  business, 
shall  be  announced,  always  commencing  with  the  unfinished 
business  of  the  last  sitting.  The  first  hour  of  the  afternoon's 
sitting  may  be  occupied  in  the  receiving  and  disposing  of 
reports  of  committees,  and  in  completing  the  business  of  the 
morning  hour;  at  the  expiration  of  which,  the  House  will 
^gain  take  up  the  orders  of  the  day. 
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Rule  36. 

REPORTS. 

Reports  of  committees  may  be  signed  by  any  member  in 
behalf  of  a  committee,  and  made  to  the  House  by  laying  the 
same  on  the  Speaker's  table  during  the  session.  The  signer 
of  such  report  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  accuracy  of 
its  statements  and  the  propriety  of  its  language,  and  when 
the  same  shall  be  under  consideration,  he  shall  be  further 
liable  to  answer  all  proper  calls  of  any  member  of  the  House 
for  additional  statements  of  facts.

mediate pending  question ;  or  a  member  may  move  "  that 
debate  on  the  whole  question  do  now  close,"  and  if  the  motion 
be  decided  in  the  affirmative,  debate  shall  be  closed  on  the 
whole  question,  and  the  main  question  shall  be  put  in  its 
order;  and  no  motion,  except  a  motion  to  substitute  either 
of  said  motions  for  the  other,  shall  be  dn  order  until  the  main 
question  is  put  and  decided. 


Rule  39.

JOINT  RULES 

OP   THE 

SENATE  AND  HOUSE  OP  REPRESENTATIVES. 

1. 

A  joint  assembly  shall  be  formed  by  a  union  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives  in  the  hall  of  the  latter,  at  such 
time  and  for  such  specific  purpose  only  as  may  be  expressed 
in  a  concurrent  resolution  of  both  Houses;  and  may  adjourn 
from  time  to  time  during  the  session  of  the  General  Assembly. 
The  President  of  the  Senate  shall,  in  all  cases,  preside  over, 
and  the  Secretary  of  State,  or  in  his  absence  the  Secretary 
of  the  Senate,  shall  oflQciate  as  clerk;  and  the  rules  of  the 
Senate,  as  far  as  applicable,  shall  be  observed  in  regulating 
the  proceedings  of  every  joint  assembly. 

2. 

The  proceedings  of  every  joint  assembly,  including  the 
resolution  ordering  the  same,  shall  be  recorded  by  the  Clerk 
in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  which  shall  be  preserved  in 
the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  a  copy  of  which  shall  be 
furnished  to  the  Governor  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  and 
shall  also  be  published  with  the  journal  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  Senate. 

3. 

At  the  commencement  of  each  session  the  following  joint 
standing  committee,  consisting  of  three  Senators  and  three 
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Representatives,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  presiding  oiBeerB 
•of  the  two  Houses,  respectively,  to  wit : 

A  Oommittee  on  Joint  Rules. 

Also  the  following  joint  standing  committees,  to  consist 
of  three  Senators  and  five  Representatives,  to  wit: 

A  Commdttee  on  the  Library. 

A  Oommittee  on  the  House  of  Correction. 

A  Oommittee  on  the  Industrial  School. 

A  Committee  on  State  and  Court  E^cpenses. 

A  Oommittee  on  Insurance. 

A  Oommittee  on  Immigration  and  Industrial  Interests. 

Also  the  following  joint  standing  committees,  to  consist 
of  four  Senators  and  seven  Representatives,  to  wit: 

A  Committee  on  Game  and  Fisheries. 
A  Oommittee  on  Public  Health. 

Also  a  joint  standing  committee  to  consist  of  nine  Sena- 
tors and  sixteen  Representatives,  to  wit: 

On  Temperance. 

Also  a  Joint  Standing  Committee,  to  consist  of  one  Senator 
and  two  Representatives,  to  wit: 

A  Committee  on  Revision  of  Bills. 

4. 

A  joint  committee  of  three  Senators  and  three  Representa- 
tives shall  be  appointed  by  the  presiding  oflflcers  of  the  two 
Houses,  respectively,  to  whom  may  be  referred  all  documents 
transmitted  by  the  Governor  for  the  use  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, who  shall  report  thereon  to  that  House  from  which 
they  were  received. 

5. 

The  committee  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives, to  whom  the  same  subject  matter  shall  have  been  re- 
ferred, may,  for  the  purpose  of  facilitating  business,  meet 
together  as  a  joint  committee,  and  make  a  joint  or  separate 
rei>ort  to  either  or  both  Houses,  as  they  may  think  expedient. 

6. 

In  every  case  of  disagreement  between  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives,  if  either  shall  request  a  conference, 
and  appoint  a  committee  for  that  purpose,  and  the  other 
House  shall  also  appoint  a  committee  on  its  part,  such  com- 
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mittees  shall  meet  at  a  convenient  hour,  to  be  agreed  upon 
by  their  chairman,  in  the  conference-room,  and  state  to  each 
other,  verbally  or  in  writing,  the  reasons  of  each  House  for  its 
vote  on  the  subject  matter  of  disagreement,  confer  freely 
thereon,  and  make  a  report  of  their  doings  to  their  respective 
Houses  as  soon  as  may  be. 

'7. 

Committees  of  conference  shall  consist  of  an  equal  number 
from  each  House,  and  shall  return  the  papers  referred  to 
them  to  that  House  which  last  voted  upon  the  subject  matter 
of  disagreement.  The  report  of  the  committee  of  conference 
cannot  be  amended  or  altered,  as  that  of  other  committees 
may  be.  In  all  cases  of  conference  asked  after  a  vote  of 
disagreement,  the  conferees  of  the  House  asking  it  are  to 
leave  the  papers  with  the  conferees  of  the  other. 

8. 

After  each  House  shall  have  adhered  to  the  vote  of  dis- 
agreement, a  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  lost. 

9. 

When  the  bills  and  resolutions  are  on  their  passage  be- 
tween the  two  Houses,  they  shall  be  verified  by  the  attestation 
of  the  Secretary  or  Clerk  of  each  House,  respectively,  and  all 
bills,  after  their  third  reading  has  been  ordered,  and  before 
being  read  the  third  time,  shall  be  duly  engrossed,  if  the 
House  in  which  they  originated  so  order;  and  all  joint  resolu- 
tions shall  be  fairly  engrossed,  after  their  passage  in  the 
House  in  which  they  originated,  and  shall,  when  finally 
passed,  be  signed  by  the  presiding  oflicers  of  both  Houses,  in 
the  same  manner  as  bills. 

10. 

When  a  bill  or  resolution  which  shall  have  passed  one 
House,  is  rejected  in  the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given 
to  the  House  in  which  the  same  shall  have  passed;  and  all 
such  rejected  bills  or  resolutions,  with  the  accompanying 
papers,  shall  be  returned  to,  and  left  in  the  custody  of  the 
House  which  first  acted  on  them. 

11. 

Each  House  shall  transmit  to  the  other  all  papers  on 
which  any  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  founded;  and  should  any 
bill  or  resolution  pass  both  Houses,  the  same  papers  shall  be 
delivered  to  the  Governor.

A  two-thirds  vote  of  all  present  shall  be  required  for  the 
suspension  of  any  joint  rule.

No  bills,  except  such  as  may  be  reported  from  the  several 
committees,  shall  be  introduced  into  either  the  Senate  or 
House  of  Representatives  after  the  first  day  of  November 
next,  except  by  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  senators  or  mem- 
berg  present,  and  all  referred  bills  must  be  reported  by  the 
committee  having  them  in  charge,  within  fifteen  days  there- 
after, unless  otherwise  ordered  by  a  vote  of  the  Senate  or 
House. 

15. 

No  corporation  bill  shall  be  introduced  into  either  House,, 
except  by  unanimous  consent,  if  the  subject  matter  thereof 
can  be  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State;  provided, 
however,  bills  to  amend  existing  charters  are  hereby  excepted.

This  tablet  bears  as  a  part  of  its  inscription  the  following 
extracts  from  a  letter  addressed  to  General  Grant,  under 
date  of  December  31,  1863,  by  the  Assistant  Secretary  of 
War,  Charles  A.  Dana: 

♦  ♦  ♦  "  The  surest  means  of  getting  the  rebels  alto- 
gether out  of  East  Tennessee  is  to  be  found  in  the  Army  of 
the  Potomac.  ♦  ♦  ♦  This  naturally  led  to  your  second 
proposition,  namely,  that  either  Sherman  or  W.  F.  Smith  be 
put  in  command  of  that  army.  ♦  ♦  ♦  Both  the  Secretary 
of  War  and  General  Halleck  said,  "General  W.  F.  Smith 
would  be  the  best  person  to  try."  The  President,  the  Secre- 
tary of  War.  and  General  Halleck  agree  with  you  in  thinking 
that  it  would  be  on  the  whole  much  better  to  select 
him."     ♦     ♦     ♦ 

The  verdict  here  recorded  shows  not  only  the  opinion  enter- 
tained by  Lincoln,  Grant  and  Stanton  in  respect  to  General 
Smith's  conspicuous  soldierly  abilities,  but  also  serves  most 
forcibly  to  direct  attention  to  the  neglect  and  indifference 
which  of  late  years  have  been  suffered  to  obscure  the  memory 
of  his  brilliant  and  patriotic  services. 

General  Smith,  now  seventy-eight  years  of  age,  is  one  of 
the  three  or  four  corps  commanders  of  the  Union  Army  who 
still  survive,  and  yet  this  brave  old  veteran,  concerning  whom 
General  Grant  wrote:  "  He  is  possessed  of  the  clearest  mili- 
tary head  in  the  army;  is  very  practical  and  industrious;  no 
man  in  the  service  is  better  qualified  than  he  is  for  our  high- 
est commands  ",  is  to-day  on  the  retired  list  with  no  higher 
rank  than  that  of  a  major  of  engineers;  therefore 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repj-esentatives,  That 
it  is  the  profound  belief  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Vermont  that  the  country  owes  it  to  its  own  reputation 
for  justice  and  gratitude  to  make  such  reparation  for  past 
neglect  as  is  now  within  its  power^  and  to  this  end  we  respect- 
fully urge  that  General  Smith  be  commissioned  a  major- 
general  in  the  regular  army,  with  the  emoluments  of  a  retired 
oflficer  of  that  rank; 

It  is  further  resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  memorial  and  reso 
lution  be  transmitted  to  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
to  the  presiding  officer  of  each  House  of  Congress  and  to  each 
member  of  the  Vermont  delegation  therein,  and  they  are  ear- 
nestly requested  to  use  every  honorable  effort  to  secure  the 
favorable  action  of  Congress  in  respect  thereto;

Seetion  3.  Section  6  of  No.  110  of  the  acts  of  1898  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  Section  6.  If  a  person  takes 
a  wolf,  panther,  hear,  lynx,  fox  or  hedgehog  out  of  a  trap,  intending 
thereby  to  defraud  the  owner  of  such  ti^ap  of  his  hounty,  he  shall 
pay  to  the  owner  of  such  trap  in  addition  to  actual  damages,  thirty 
dollars  for  eaph  wolf  or  panther,  twenty  dollars  for  eaeh  hear,  ten 
dollars  for  each  lynx,  and  three  dollars  for  each  fox  or  hedgehog 
so  taken  out,  to  he  recovered  in  an  aetian  on  the  case. 

Section  4.  Section  2  of  No.  87  of  the  acts  of  1900  is  hereby 
amended  so  cw  to  read  as  folUyics:  Section  2.  If  a  person  kUls  a 
wolf,  panther,  hear,  hfnx,  fox,  rattlesnake  or  hedgehog,  he  shall 
vnthin  thirty  days  after  the  kilUn-g  thereof  apply  to  the  clerk  of 
the  town  in  which  he  resides  and  present  to  him  the  skin  of  such 
wolf,  panther,  hear,  lynx  or  fox,  or  rattle  of  such  snake  or  head 
of  such  hedgehog,  and  the  totcn  clerk  shall  examine  eaeh  person 
u/nder  oath,  and  if  satisfied  that  such  animal  or  snake  was  killed 
or  taken  in  the  State,  he  shall  give  the  person  a  certificate  thereof 
in  the  form  prescribed  hy  the  State  Auditor. 

Section  5.    This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Gentlemen — In  answer  to  joint  resolution  requesting  an 
explanation  in  relation  to  an  increase  in  the  expense  of  the 
militia  for  the  last  biennial  term  over  the  two  years  preced- 
ing. 
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I  would  respectfully  state  that  during  the  season  of  1898 
the  First  Regiment,  V.  N.  G.,  was  mustered  into  the  U.  S. 
service  (Spanish-American  War),  consequently  there  was  no 
June  drill  or  annual  encampment  expense.  Also  in  1899 
no  June  drills  and  only  three  days'  encampment  held  in  Mont- 
pelier,  at  the  time  of  reception  to  Admiral  Dewey. 

It  is  also  a  fact  that  the  expense  of  the  militia,  notwith- 
standing an  increase  of  men  in  each  company  from  51  to  60; 
also  the  increase  of  pay  to  the  officers  and  the  purchase  of 
hospital  supplies  to  the  amount  of  f  487.96  (to  replace  hospital 
stores  transferred  to  the  War  Department  and  the  proceeds 
of  same  are  accounted  for  by  the  State  Treasurer)  the  ex- 
penses l\ave  decreased  over  f  1,500  the  past  two  years  from 
that  of  the  two  years  proceeding  the  Spanish-American  War.

The  hoard  of  agriculture  mny  prohibit  the  intra- 
dvetion  of  horses  or  other  domestic  animals,  believed  to  be  infected 
xoith  or  exposed  to  any  contagious  disease,  into  this  State,  or  may 
quarantine  all  such  animals  for  such  time  as  the  public  good  re- 
quires: hut  shall  not  prohibit  the  transportation  of  the  same  in 
ears  through  the  State, 

Section  2,  If  a  person  violates  such  order,  after  the  same  has 
been  published  in  three  successive  issues  in  such  newspapers,  pub- 
lished in  this  State,  as  the  board  directs,  he  shall  be  fined  not  more 
than  three  hundred  dollars  for  each  offenee,  and  every  officer  or 
agent  of  any  company  or  other  person  who  violates  sueh  order^ 
shall  he  fined  as  aforesaid.  The  introduction  into  this  State  at 
the  same  time  of  a  number  of  horses,  cattle,  or  other  domestic  ani- 
maU,  contrary  to  the  orders  of  such  board,  shall  be  deemed  a  sepor 
rate  and  distinct  offense  for  each  animal. 

Section  3,  The  hoard  shall  endeavor  to  obtain  full  information 
in  relation  to  any  contagious  disease  which  may  prevail  amon^ 
domestic  animals  near  the  borders  of  the  State;  and  may  publish 
and  circulate  such  information  at  their  discretion ;  and  should  any 
such  disease  break  out,  or  should  there  be  reasonable  suspicion  of 
its  existence  among  cattle  or  other  domestic  animals  in  any  town 
in  this  State,  they  shall  examine  the  eases  and  may  publish  the 
results  of  their  examination  for  the  benefit  of  the  public.  The 
hoard,  or  any  member  thereof,  is  also  authorized  to  examine  under 
oath  in  the  several  towns  and  cities  in  this  State,  all  persons 
possessing  or  believed  to  possess  knowledge  of  any  material  facts 
concerning  the  existence  or  dissemination  of  diseases  among  do- 
mestic animals,  any  person  who  refuses  to  be  sworn  and  examined 
or  who  refuses  to  answer  any  pertinent  question  put  by  a  member 
of  the  hoard  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  fined  not 
more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Section  Jf.  Any  judge  of  probate  in  this  State,  shall,  upon  the 
written  application  of  any  two  fnetnbers  of  the  board,  issue  sub- 
poenas summoning  before  him  at  such  time  and  place  as  he  may 
designate,  such  uAtnesses  as  said  members  of  the  board  shall  name. 
The  members  of  the  hoard  may  appear  at  such  hearing  and  ques- 
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tion  the  witnesses,  who  shall  he  put  under  oath  5y  the  said  judge 
of  probate.  The  judge  shall  pass  upon  the  propriety  of  the  ques- 
tions and  shall,  in  case  of  refusal  of  the  witness  to  answer  pertinent 
questions,  commit  said  tcitness  for  contempt  Said  judge  shall 
receive  the  sum  of  $5,00  per  day  for  his  services  under  this  section 
and  his  actual  expenses,  which  shall  he  allowed  hy  the  a/uditor  and 
paid  hy  the  State. 

Section  5,  All  costs  and  expenses  incurred  in  procuring  the 
attendance  of  such  witnesses  shall  he  allowed  hy  the  State  Auditor, 
upon  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  and  paid  hy  the  State. 

Section  6.  When  bovine  tuberculosis  or  any  contagious  disease 
exists  in  the  State  among  cattle  or  other  domestic  animals,  the 
hoard  of  agriculture  may  quarantine  all  affected  animals  or  such 
as  they  suppose  have  been  exposed  to  the  contagion,  may  prohibit 
any  animal  from  passing  in  or  over  any  of  the  highways  near  the 
place  of  quarantine,  may  enter  upon  any  premises  where  there  are 
animols  suspected  to  have  bovine  tuberculosis  or  any  contagious 
disease,  may  employ  such  expert  help  and  means  as  they  deem  neces- 
sary to  a  thorough  investigation  of  such  diseases,  may  make  all 
invest igatiat^ 8  and  regulations  they  deem  necessary  for  the  deten- 
tion, prevention,  treatment,  cure  and  extirpation  of  such  disease, 
and  the  board,  or  any  two  members  thereof,  may  apply  the  tuber- 
culin test  to  any  animal  or  herd  they  have  reason  to  believe  infected 
with  tuberculosis.  Inder  quarantine  regulations  against  cattle 
imported  from  without  the  State,  the  tuberculin  test  moy  he  applied 
by  a  single  member  of  the  hoard,  and  no  cottle  so  impoi^ed  and 
tested  shall  be  kept  in  the  State  unless  the  result  of  such  tuberculin 
test  is  satisfactory  to  the  board.  The  board  may  forbid  the  sale 
or  removal  frmn  the  premises  of  any  danry  product  from  a  cow 
believed  to  be  tuberculous,  or  from  a  herd  in  which  one  or  more 
cows  are  believed  to  be  tuberculous.  Any  person  who  shall  hnoio- 
inghj  violate  or  refuse  to  comply  with  any  order  or  regulation  of 
such  board,  made  under  the  authority  of  this  section,  shall  be  final 
not  more  than  two  hundred  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  fwt  more  than 
tico  years,  or  both. 

Section  7.  If  any  person  shall  sell  or  offer  to  sell  any  cattle 
or  other  domestic  ammals  known  to  him  to  he  infected  with  bovine 
tuberctilosis  or  any  contagious  disease,  or  any  disease  dangerous 
to  the  public  health,  or  any  dairy  product  from  such  animal,  or 
shall  sell  or  offer  to  sell  any  part  or  patios  of  such  cattle  or  other 
domestic  animals,  he  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  two  hundred 
dollars,  or  he  imprisoticd  not  more  than  two  years,  or  both. 

Section  8.  Upon  the  conclusion  of  any  tuherailin  test  of  any 
cattle  the  owner  shall  elect  whether  or  not  he  will  have  the  animals 
which  have  been  pronounced  diseased  hy  the  veterinary  or  member 
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of  the  'board  in  charge  of  the  teat  slaughtered^  and  shaU  inform  the 
person  in  charge  of  the  teat,  in  writing,  of  sttch  decision  within 
twenty-four  Jumrs. 

Section  9.  The  value  of  all  cattle  kiUed  under  provision  of 
section  8  shall  he  appraised  hy  the  owner  and  the  member  of  the 
board  or  veterinary  in  charge  of  the  test.  In  case  they  are  unable 
to  agree  on  the  value  of  such  cattle,  the  appraisal  shall  be  made  by 
the  first  lister  of  the  town  or  city  in  which  the  cattle  are  located^ 
In  the  absence  from  town  of  such  lister  or  his  inability  to  setDe, 
or  if  he  has  any  interest  in  the  cattle,  the  appraisal  shall  be  made 
by  the  second  lister,  and  in  case  of  his  absence,  inability  or  interest,^ 
by  the  third  lister.  The  person  in  charge  of  the  test  shall  pay  the 
lister  making  an  appraisal  one  dollar  for  his  services,  whieh  sum 
he  may  include  in  his  expenses.  The  appraisal  shall  be  made  just 
before  killing  and  on  a  basis  of  health.  The  limit  of  appraisal 
shall  be  fifty  dollars.  The  post  mortem  examination  shall  be  made, 
and  if  the  animal  be  found,  by  the  veterinary  making  the  examina- 
tion, affected  with  bovine  tuberculosis  or  any  disease  dangerous 
to  the  public  health,  the  ownet^  of  the  animal  shall  receive  three- 
fourths  the  appraised  value;  but  if  no  bovine  tuberculosis  or  disease 
dangerous  to  public  health  is  found,  the  owner  of  the  aftimal  shall 
receive  the  full  amount  of  the  appraisal,  and  in  addition  shall 
receive  the  slaughtered  animal.  The  amount  which  the  owner  is 
entitled  to  receive  shall  be  paid  by  the  State  to  the  owner  of  such 
animal  or  animals  upon  a  tcritten  order,  signed  by  the  member  of 
the  board  in  charge  and  countersigned  by  the  secretary  of  such 
board.  No  indemnity  shall  be  paid  to  the  owner  of  condemned 
cattle  or  other  domestic  animals  that  have  not  been  oioied  and  k^pt 
in  the  State  for  at  least  six  months  previous  to  the  discovery  of  the 
disease,  unless  such  animals  have  been  at  the  time  of  importation 
duly  examined  under  the  regulations  of  the  board  and  pronounced 
free  from  disease,  or  unless  upon  slaughter  the  animal  is  found  free 
from  contagious  disease.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  or  refuse 
to  comply  with  any  regulations  made  by  such  Board  of  Agriculture 
under  the  Authority  and  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  be  fined 
not  more  than  two  hundred  dollars,  or  iynprisoned  not  more  than 
two  years,  or  both. 

Section  10.  In  case  the  owner  of  cattle  pronounced  diseased 
elects  not  to  have  the  same  slaughtered  under  the  provisions  of 
sections  8  and  9,  he  shall  keep  the  said  cattle  and  all  other  cattle 
upon  his  farm  or  farms  under  regulations  to  be  made  by  the  State 
Board  of  Agriculture  and  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
provided,  however,  that  any  animal  pronounced  by  the  veterinary 
to  be  in  an  advanced  stage  of  the  disease  shall  be  ordered  slaugh- 
tered by  the  member  of  the  board  or  veterinary  i?^  charge  and  for 
such  animal  no  compensation  shall  be  paid.  Any  person  who  shall 
violate  or  refuse  to  comply  with  the  t^egulations  made  as  provided 
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in  this  section  shall  for  the  first  offence  fee  fined  not  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars,  and  for  the  second  offense  he  shall  be  fined  not 
more  than  two  hundred  dollars  and  imprisoned  not  more  than 
thirty  days.  Upon  a  second  conviction  the  hoard  shall  order  all 
animals  previously  pronounced  diseased  belonging  to  such  convicted 
party,  slaughtered,  and  no  compaisation  shall  be  paid  therefor. 

Section  11,  The  bodies  of  all  animols  slaughtered  under  thie 
act  shall  be  disposed  of  by  the  owner  under  regulations  to  be  made 
by  the  Board  of  Agriculture  and  approved  by  the  State  Board  of 
Health.  The  hides  of  all  slaughtered  animals  shall  belong  to  the 
owner  and  may  be  sold  by  him. 

Section  12.  Any  veterinary  surgeon  making  a  tuberculin  test 
shall,  within  forty-eight  hours  after  completing  the  same,  mail  a 
complete  record  thereof  to  the  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture* 
Any  veterinary  failing  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  for  a  first  offense  be  fitted  not  more  titan  fifty  dollars,  and  for 
the  second  offense  he  shall  be  fined  one  hundred  dollars  and  de- 
barred from  the  practice  of  his  profession  for  one  year. 

Section  13.  All  general  orders  and  regulations  made  by  the 
Board  of  Agriculture  shall  be  printed  in  three  successive  issues  of 
sueh  papers,  published  in  this  State,  as  the  board  may  select,  and 
a  printed  copy  of  the  same  shall  be  delivered  or  mailed  to  each 
owner  of  cattle  tested. 

Section  llf.  No  order  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Auditor  of  the 
State  in  favor  of  the  owner  of  slaughtered  cattle  until  he  has  re- 
ceived from  such  owner  an  affidavit  stating  that  he  has  complied 
with  the  regulations  of  the  board  as  to  the  disinfection  of  hie 
stable  or  stables,  or  has  been  excused  from  compliance  with  such 
regulations  by  the  party  in  charge  of  the  test.  The  board  shaU 
have  printed  and  furnish  to  owners  blank  forms  for  such  affidavits. 

Section  15.  All  expenses  incurred  by  the  board  under  the  pro- 
v-isions  of  this  act  shall  be  allowed  by  the  State  Auditor,  upon  the 
approval  of  the  Governor,  and  be  paid  by  the  State. 

Section  16.  Whenever  the  board  shall  make  and  publish  regula- 
tions concerning  the  extirpation,  care  or  treatment  of  domestic  ani- 
mals infected  with,  or  which  have  been  exposed  to',  any  contagious 
disease,  such  regulations  shall  supersede  the  regulations  mode  by 
the  selcctwen  of  the  several  towns,  or  the  board  of  aldermen  of  the 
several  cities,  upon  the  same  subject;  and  the  operation  of  such 
regulations  made  by  said  authorities,  shall  be  suspended  during  the 
time  those  made  by  the  board  as  aforesaid  are  in  force. 

Section  11.  The  l>oard  shall  keep  a  record  of  its  doings  and 
report  the  same  to  the  Governor,  prior  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  Sep- 
tember, annually,  unless  sooner  required. 
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Section  18.  All  orders,  appointments  and  notices  from  the 
hoard  shall  be  signed  by  a  majonty  of  the  same,  except  as  other- 
wise provided,  and  provided  further  that  a  single  member  of  the 
board  may  temporarily  quarantine  an  animal  or  animals  believed 
to  be  infected  with  a  contagious  disease  for  a  period  of  time  not 
exceeding  one  week. 

Section  19.  Any  person  failing  to  comply  with  or  violating 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  any  of  the  regulations  of  the 
State  Board  of  Agriculture  made  in  compliance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall,  unless  a  penalty  is  elsewhere  specifically  declared, 
te  fined  not  more  than  two  hundred  dollars  or  imprisoned  not  more 
than  six  m4mths. 

Section  20.  Any  person  defacing  or  tearing  doicn  any  sign  or 
notice  posted  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture  or  their  agents  or  who 
interferes  with  said  board  or  any  of  them  or  any  veterinary  in  their 
employ,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  twenty-five  dollars. 

Section  21.  Every  prosecution  for  a  violation  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter  shrill  be  commenced  within  six  months 
from  the  commission  thereof. 

Section  22.  All  existing  statutes  inconsistent  unth  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed;

House  bill,  entitled 

H.  417.  An  act  to  regulate  the  traflSc  in  intoxicating 
liquor; 

Was  taken  up  as  the  special  order,  and  the  question  being, 
Shall  the  bill  be  read  the  third  time?  Mr.  Bailey,  of  New- 
bury, moved  that  the  bill  be  amended  by  striking  out  all  after 
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the  enacting  clause,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof,  the  fol- 
lowing: 

Section  1.  Ale,  porter,  strong  beer,  lager  beer,  cider,  all  idnes. 
any  beverage  tchich  contains  more  than  one  per  cent  of  alcohol^ 
volume  at  60  degrees  Fahrenheit,  and  distilled  spirits,  shall  k 
deemed  to  be  intoxicating  liquor  within  the  meaning  of  this  ad. 

Section  2,  No  person  shall  sell  or  expose  or  keep  for  salCr 
spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquor,  except  as  authorised  in  this  act; 
but  the  provisions  of  this  a^t  shall  not  apply  to  sales  by  the  barrel, 
by  the  manufacturers  thereof,  of  cider  manufactured  in  this  State, 
nor  to  sales  by  persons  of  cider  made  for  them,  if  it  is  not  drunk 
upon  their  premises,  nor  sold  in  quantities  of  le^s  than  one  barrel 

Section  3.  There  sholl  be  in  each  county  a  board  of  liquor 
commissioners,  consisting  of  three  persons,  who  shall  be  legal  voters 
of  said  county,  who  shall  be  named  the  "  County  Liquor  Commis- 
sioners,'' and  who  shnll  hold  office  for  two  years,  or  ujitil  their 
successors  are  duly  qualified.  Two  members  ah<iU  be  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business.  If  a  member  ceases  to  be  a  resident 
of  the  county  for  tchich  he  is  elected,  or  becomes  unable  to  perform 
his  duties  for  thirty  days,  his  office  shall  be  vacant.  In  case  of  a 
vacancy  arising  from  any  cause,  the  r€7naining  members  shall  have 
the  power  to  fill  such  vacancy  until  the  next  election. 

Section  4-  The  county  liquor  commissioners  shall  be  elected 
at  a  meeting  to  be  held  at  the  county  court  house  in  each  county^ 
at  one  o'clock  p.  m.,  on  the  first  Monday  following  the  several  totcn 
or  city  March  meetings  by  a  board  of  county  liquor  electors,  con- 
sisting of  one  person  front  each  totcn  or  city,  but  no  election  shall 
be  had  until  a  majority  of  said  electors  are  present.  Said  electors 
shall  be  chose7i  by  ballot  biennially  at  the  annual  March  meetings 
and  shall  hold  office  for  two  years,  or  until  their  successors  are 
chosen.  If  the  special  meetings  are  called,  as  proi>ided  for  in  sec- 
tion 9  of  this  act,  the  electors  then  elected  and  the  com-missionera 
by  them  chosen,  shall  hold  office  until  March,  1905,  when  their 
successors  shall  be  elected  as  aforesaid.  In  case  of  a  vacaney  in 
said  board  of  liquor  electors  for  any  cause,  the  selectmen  of  the 
totcn  or  the  mayor  of  the  city  in  tiohieh  the  vacancy  occurs  shall  fill 
the  same.  In  case  of  the  failure  of  electors  of  any  county  to  elect 
a  board  of  county  liquor  commissioners,  the  State  Board  of  Liquor 
Commissioners  shall  appoint  the  same.  The  clerk  of  the  countif 
shall  be  ex-officio  secretary  of  the  meeting  of  the  electors^  and.  at 
said  meeting  shall  keep  a  recoi^d  of  the  proceedings  tchich  he  shall 
record  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  issue  to  each 
person  elected  as  a  member  of  the  board  of  county  liqtior  commis- 
sioners a  certificate  of  his  election,  and  if  an  appointment  is  made 
to  fill  a  vacancy  or  to  supply  a  failure  to  elect,  said  appointment 
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^hall  he  certified  hy  the  hoard  m<!king  it  to  the  said  county  clerkj 
xcho  shall  record  the  same  and  issue  a  certifi^cate  to  the  person  so 
appointed. 

Section  5.  The  hoard  of  cotmty  liquor  commissioners  shall 
keep  a  record  of  its  doings  and  hearings,  which  record  shall  he 
open  to  the  publiCy  and  said  hoard  may  require  any  statements 
which  may  he  made  hefore  it  and  papers  which  may  he  filed  uAth  it 
to  he  sworn  to,  and  for  such  purposes,  any  meniher  may  administer 
oaths. 

Section  6,  Each  memher  of  the  hoard  of  county  liquor  com- 
missioners shall  receive  three  dollors  per  day  whilst  employed  in 
his  official  duties,  and  ten  cents  mileage  each  way;  hut  no  memher 
shall  receive  compensation  for  more  than  thirty  days  in  any  year. 
Each  memJ^er  of  the  hoard  of  county  liquor  electors  shall  receive 
three  dollars  for  each  meeting  of  said  hoard  which  he  shall  attend, 
and  ten  cents  mileage  each  vmy. 

Section  7.  In  each  town  and  city  there  shall  he  inserted  in  the 
warning  for  the  annual  town  or  city  meeting  an  article  providing 
for  a  vote  upon  the  questions:  1st,  '^ Shall  a  State  store  for  the  sale 
of  intoxicati7ig  liquors  he  opened  in  this  town  or  cityV^  2d,  "  Shall 
registered  pharmacists  he  licensed  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors  in 
this  town  or  city?-'  3d,  "  Shall  hotel  keepers  he  licensed  to  sell 
iMoxicating  liquors  in  this  toion  or  cityf^^  And  a  vote  shall  he 
taken  on  said  questions  at  said  meeting  and  the  clerk  of  each  town 
or  city  shall  icithin  ten  days  after  such  vote  is  taken  transmit  a 
true  statement  thereof,  to  the  clerk  of  the  hoard  of  county  liquor 
commissioners  of  the  county  in  which  said  town  or  city  is  situated. 

Section  8.     The  report  shall  he  in  the  following  form:    "  To 
the  county  hoard  of  liquor  commissioners  for  the  county  of 
In  conformity  with  the  law  I  hcrehy  certify  that  in  the  town  or  city, 
of  in  said  county  at  the  annual  March  meeting  held  on  the 

day  of  March  A.  D.  19  ,  in  answer  to  the  question,  ^  Shall 
a  State  store  for  the  sale  of  intoxicathig  liquors  he  dpened  in  this 
tmcn  or  city? '  there  were  '  yes '  votes  and  '  no '  votes.^' 
And  the  report  shall  give  the  numher  of  "  yes  "  and  "  no  "  votes  on 
the  other  two  questions  mentioned  in  section  7. 

Section  9.    A  special  town  meeting  shall  he  held  in  each  town 
and  city  in  the  State  on  the  ,  and  at  such  meetings  and 

a  vote  shall  he  taken  upon  the  questions  stated  in  section  7  of  this 
act,  electors  shall  he  chosen  as  provided  for  in  section  4  of  this 
act.  The  electors  so  chosen  shall  meet  on  the  following  Monday, 
at  the  time  and  place  named  in  section  4  of  this  act,  and  elect 
county  liquor  commissioners  as  therein  provided,  and  if  a  majority 
of  the  votes  cast  on  the  questions  stated  in  section  7  are  "  yes  "  the 
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same  amplications  and  proceedings  may  he  had  for  the  opening  of 
a  State  store  to  sell  intoxicating  liquor  in  such  toum  or  city  as  are 
provided  in  this  act  when  totcns  or  cities  vote  "  yes  "  on  said  ques- 
tion at  the  annual  March  meeting.  There  shall  be  at  lea^t  six  days 
ioaming  of  such  special  toum  or  city  meeting  and  it  shall  be  called 
in  other  respects  in  the  same  manner  as  annual  town  or  city  meet- 
ings are  called. 

Section  10.  No  State  store  shall  be  established  or  maintained 
in  a  town  or  city  not  voting  in  favor  of  the  samCy  and  the  number 
of  stores  shall  not  exceed  one  for  each  four  thousand  of  the  popula- 
tion of  such  town  or  city  as  ascertained  by  the  last  preceding 
national  census;  provided,  that  for  a  fractional  2,000  or  more  of 
said  population  the  county  liquor  cammissi^mers  may  establish  an 
additional  State  store.  But  one  such  store  may  be  established  and 
maintained  in  any  town  or  city  having  a  population  of  less  than 
four  thousand  so  determined. 

Section  11.  Each  State  store  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor 
shall  be  subject  to  the  following  conditions: 

First.  That  intoxicating  liquor  shall  not  be  sold  between  the 
hours  of  nine  at  night  and  seren  in  the  morning  or  on  Sunday,  nor 
on  any  election  day,  nor  on  any  legal  holiday. 

Second.  That  intoxicating  liquor  shall  not  be  sold,  exchanged 
or  delivered,  or  exposed,  offered  or  kept  for  sale,  exchange  or  de- 
livery, upon  any  of  the  premises  aforesaid  unless  it  is  of  good 
standard  quality  and  is  free  from  any  adulteration  prohibited  in 
the  Pharmacopoeia  of  the  United  States  or  by  the  laws  relative  to 
adulteration  of  drugs  and  food,  for  either  a  food  or  a  drug,  dnlg 
ascertained  by  the  State  chemist,  and  not  then  unless  certified  io 
by  the  State  vhemist  and  lahclrd  with  the  State  lahd  guaranieeing 
the  quality  and  quantity  contained  in  such  package. 

Third.  That  intoxicating  liquor  shall  not  be  sold  or  delivered 
at  any  State  store  to  a  person  who  is  known  to  be  a  drunkard,  to 
an  intoxicated  person,  nor  to  a  person  who  is  known  to  have  been 
intoxicated  within  the  last  six  months  preceding,  nor  to  a  minor, 
either  for  his  own  use,  the  use  of  his  parents,  or  any  other  person, 
nor  to  a  person  or  number  of  persons  to  be  on  the  premises  or 
elsewhere  consumed  by  the  same  or  other  persons  in  a  iray  com- 
monly known  as  treating. 

Fourth.  That  light  wines  and  malt  liquors  may  be  sold  by  the 
glass  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises,  subject  to  the  provisions  and 
restrictions  of  the  act,  unless,  as  hereinafter  proi^ided,  the  voters 
of  the  town  or  city  in  which  the  store  is  situated  shall  othencise 
direct. 
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Fifth.  That  no  other  business  of  any  Mud  shall  he  allowed 
in  any  State  store  or  in  any  room  adjoininy  haviny  interior  con- 
nection loith  said  store;  that  no  form  of  amusement  or  entertavn- 
ment  shall  be  permitted  in  said  store;  that  the  business  of  the  store 
shall  be  conducted  on  the  first  floor  and  in  a  room  next  the  street; 
that  nothiny  of  any  description  shall  screen  the  business  trans- 
acted from  the  full  view  of  the  street;  that  a  sign,  "  State  Liqu^or 
Store,'^  may  be  placed  above  the  entrance,  but  that  no  other  adver- 
tisementa  or  inducements  to  purchase  shall  be  allowed  either  with- 
out or  within,  nor  shall  any  table  or  seat  be  placed  in  that  part 
of  the  store  open  to  custotners,  nor  shall  any  bottle,  key,  barrel,  or 
other  receptacle  for  liquor  be  placed  in  any  window  or  upon  the 
walk  in  front  of  the  store;  and  that  no  State  store  shall  be  located 
in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  any  building  occupied  in  whole  or  in 
part  by  any  public  school  or  church. 

Section  12.  Upon  an  application  in  writing  being  presented 
to  the  selectmen  of  any  town  or  city  couiicil  of  any  city  by  a  regis- 
tered pharmacist,  who  has  been  engaged  in  carrying  on  the  drug 
business  in  said  toxcn  or  city  for  at  least  six  months  prior  to  said 
application,  signed  by  one-fourth  of  the  legal  voters  of  said  town 
or  city,  as  shown  by  the  vote  for  Governor  at  the  last  preceding 
election,  testifying  to  the  good  character  of  the  applicant,  and  their 
desire  that  the  applicant  shall  sell  liquor  as  hereinafter  provided^ 
said  selectmen  or  city  council  shall  endorse  their  opinion  of  the 
advisability  of  licensing  said  applicant  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors 
in  said  town  or  city,  and  forward  the  same  to  the  board  of  county 
liquor  commissioners,  who  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
when  they  will  meet  and  act  upon  said  application,  and  any  person 
may  appear  and  object  if  he  see  cause. 

Section  IS.  If  said  county  commissioners,  or  a  majority  pres- 
ent at  said  meeting,  deem  it  advisable  to  grant  such  application 
they  shall  upon  the  payment  of  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  grant  such 
applicant  the  right  to  purchase  liquors  for  cash  of  the  State  at  the 
State  ceiitral  store  hereinafter  provided  for,  or  any  State  store, 
at  a  profit  of  ten  per  cent  to  the  State,  for  resale,  in  the  original 
packages,  or  for  purposes  described  in  section  SI  of  this  act,  each 
bearing  the  State  label  and  seal.  Such  liquors  shall  be  sold  and 
delivered  only  on  a  properly  dated  application  endorsed  by  a  regu- 
larly licensed  physician  that  the  liquor  is  to  be  used  only  for  medic- 
inal purposes,  and  then  in  no  case  to  persons  to  whom  sales  are 
prohibited  in  section  11  of  this  act,  and  said  application  shall  be  re- 
tained, cancelled  and  filed  by  the  phai^macist,  subject  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  said  county  commissioners. 

Section  H.  Any  licensed  druggist  or  pharmacist  who  shall 
open  or  allow  to  be  opened  any  package  bearing  the  State  seal  and 
label  and  sell  or  allow  to  be  sold  liquor  therefrom,  except  for  com- 
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pounding  pwposes  as  provided  in  section  31  of  tJiis  act,  shall  be 
fined  for  each  and  every  offense  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars, 
nor  less  than  twenty-five  dollars,  and  his  license  shall  be  revoked 
and  he  shall  forever  be  debarred  from  being  granted  another, 
either  in  his  name  or  that  of  his  wife  or  any  employee  of  his,  and 
his  licetise  as  a  pharmacist  shall  be  revoked  or  suspended  for  not 
less  than  one  year. 

Section  15.  The  actual  proprietor  or  lessee  of  any  hotel  may 
be  granted  a  license  upon  the  same  terms  as  indicated  by  sections 
12,  13  and  H,  as  regards  method  of  application,  fee,  the  time  said 
applicant  has  been  carrying  on  the  hotel  business  in  said  town  or 
city,  the  character  of  said  applicant,  and  the  signatures  to  accom- 
pany said  application :  under  such  license  he  may  sell  to  his  regu- 
larly registered  guests,  to  be  served  with  their  meals  in  the  regularly 
appointed  dining  rooms  of  the  hotel,  light  wines  or  malt  liquors 
to  be  furnished  by  the  ^tate  at  a  profit  of  ten  per  cent. 

The  State  Board  of  Liquor  Commissioners  may  grant  to  any 
person  or  corporation  owning  or  operating  a  dining  car  making 
regular  trips  upon  any  railroad  in  this  State,  and  to  any  person 
or  corporation  owning  or  operating  a  boat  carrying  passengers 
and  furnishing  regular  meals  therein  on  any  waters  of  this  State, 
a  license  to  furnish  passengers  with  meals  at  the  table  light  wines 
and  malt  liquors  furnished  by  the  State  at  a  profit  of  ten  per  cent. 

The  fee  for  such  licenses  shall  be  $10.00  per  year  for  each  car 
so  licensed,  and  $25.00  per  year  for  each  boat  so  licensed. 

Section  16.  Any  hotel  keeper,  clerk  or  person  connected  with 
any  hotel,  and  the  owner  and  operator  of  a  car  or  boat  so  licensed 
who  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  sell  otherwise  than 
hei^ein  provided,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars 
nor  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  offense. 

Section  17.  Said  druggists  and  hotel  keepers  shall  furnish  the 
aforesaid  county  commissioners  a  bond  tdith  all  the  conditions  and 
liabilities  hereinafter  provided  as  to  storekeej)ers,  each  to  be  ap- 
proved by  said  commissioners,  in  a  sum  not  less  than  three  thou- 
sand dollars  for  the  faithful  carrying  out  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  and  no  license  to  either  shall  be  for  more  than  one  year,  and 
may  be  for  a  less  time. 

Section  18.  The  said  county  liquor  commissioners  for  each 
county  shall  appoint  some  suitable  person  as  storekeeper  in  every 
toxcn  or  city  within  such  county  voting  to  establish  or  maintain  a 
State  store. 

Section  19.  Applications  for  positions  of  storekeeper  shall 
he  by  petition,  signed  and  sworn  to  by  the  applicant,  and  filed  with 
the  county  liquor  commissioners  at  least  ten  days  before  the  meet- 
ing at  which  the  application  is  to  be  considered,  which  petition 
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shall  state  the  applicant's  name,  place  of  residence,  in  what  busi- 
ness engaged,  and  in  what  business  he  has  been  engaged  far  two 
yrars  next  previous  to  filing  his  petition;  that  he  is  a  qualified 
voter  of  this  State  and  a  resident  of  the  town  or  city  in  which  the 
said  store  is  located  or  is  to  be  established;  that  he  has  never  been 
adjudged  guilty  of  violating  the  law  in  relation  to  intoxicating 
liquors,  and  is  not  a  keeper  of  a  restaurant  or  place  of  public 
arnusv/iient,  and  that  he  is  not  addicted  to  the  use  of  intoxicating 
liquors  as  a  beverage.     The  appointment  shall  be  m/ide  only  on 
condition  that  the  applicant  shall  execute  to  the  county  commis- 
sioners a  bond  in  the  penal  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars,  with  good 
and  sufficient  sureties  conditioned  that  he  will  well  and  truly  obey 
the  laws  of  the  State  of  Vermont,  now  or  hereafter  in  force,  in  rela- 
tion to  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors;  that  he  will  pay  all  fines, 
penalties,  damages  and  costs  that  may  be  assessed  or  recorded 
against  him.  for  violation  of  such  laws  during  the  term  for  which 
said  a ppointmcnt  is  made,  and  will  not  sell  intoxicating  liquors  at 
a  price  other  than  that  fixed  by  the  county  liquor  commissioners. 
Said  bond  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the  State  and  county  or  any 
person   or  persons  who  may  be  damaged  or  injured  by  reason  of 
any  violation,  on  the  part  of  the  obligor,  of  the  law  relating  to 
intoxicating  liquors  purchased  or  sold  during  the  term  for  which 
said  appointment  is  made.     The  said  bond  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  county  treasurer,  and  suit  thereon  shall  be  brought  at  any  time 
by  the  Staters  Attorney  or  any  person  for  whose  benefit  the  same 
is  given :  and  in  case  the  conditions  thereof  or  any  of  them 
shall  he  violated,  the  principal  and  sureties  thereon  shall  also 
he  jointly  and  severally  liable  for  all  civil  damages,  costs  and  judg- 
ments that  may  be  obtained  against  the  principal  in  any  civil  action 
brought  by  wife,  child,  parent,  guardian,  employer,  or  other  person 
under  the  provision  of  the  law.     All  other  moneys  collected  for 
Itreachfs  of  such  bond  shall  be  distributed  as  other  funds  arising 
from  the  State  store  arc  distributed.     Said  bond  shall  be  approved 
as  other  official  bonds  for  the  county  are  approved. 

Sect  ion  20,  There  may  be  one  State  storekeeper  appointed  for 
each  town  or  city,  or  more  than  one,  as  per  section  10,  the  place  of 
business  of  each  of  whom  shall  be  designated  by  the  county  liquor 
commissioners. 

Section  21,  If  the  application  for  the  position  of  State  store- 
keeper he  granted,  the  appointment  shall  not  be  made  until  the  ap- 
pUcunt  shall  make  and  subscribe  an  oath,  before  some  officer  aur 
thorized  htf  law  to  administer  oaths,  irhich  shall  be  endorsed  upon 

the  bond^  to  the  effect  and  tenor  following:  "/, ,  do 

solcmnljf  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  icill  well  and  truly  perform  all 
and  singular  the  conditions  of  the  within  bond,  and  keep  and  per- 
form the  trust  confided  in  me  to  purchase,  keep,  and  sell  intoxieat- 
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ing  liquors.    I  will  not  sell,  give  or  furnish  to  any  person  any  in- 
toxicating liquors  otherwise  than  is  provided  by  Uuc;  and  I  wiU 
make  true,  full  and  accurate  returns  to  the  State  Liquor  Commis- 
siomt's,  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month,  of  all  certificates  and 
requests  made  or  received  by  me,  as  required  by  the  law,  during 
the  preceding  month;  and  such  returns  shall  show  every  sale  and 
delivery  of  such  liquors  made  by  me,  or  for  me,  during  the  tnonth 
embraced  therein,  and  the  true  signature  to  every  request  received 
and  granted;  and  such  returns  shall  show  all  the  liquors  sold  or 
delivered  to  any  and  every  person  as  returned,  excepting  malt 
liquors  and  light  wines  to  be  drunk  upon  the  premises;  and  I  will 
render  an  accurate  report  of  such  sales  with  the  amount  thereof, 
the  amount  on  hand  at  the  beginning  of  each  month,  the  amount 
received  during  the  month,  and  the  amount  on  hand  at  the  end  of 
the  month,'^     Upon  taking  said  oath  and  filing  a  bond  as  herein- 
before provided,  the  county  liquor  commissioners  nmy,  if  they  de- 
cide to  grant  such  application,  authorize  the  applica^nt  to  keep  and 
sell  intoxicating  liquors  as  in  this  act  provided;  and  every  appoint- 
ment so  made  shall  specify  the  building,  giving  the  street  and  num- 
ber or  location,  in  ivhich  intoxicating  liquors  7nay  be  sold  by  virtue 
of  the  same,  and  the  length  of  time  in  which  the  same  shall  be  in 
force,  which  in  no  case  shall  exceed  twelve  months.    Appointments 
made  under  this  act  shall  be  deemed  trusts  reposed  in  the  recipients 
thereof,  riot  as  a  ^natter  of  right,  but  of  confidence,  arid  may  be 
revoked  upon  sufficient  showing,  by  order  of  the  county  liquor  com- 
missio7iers:  and  upon  the  removal  of  any  State  storekeeper,  or  upon 
the  demand  of  the  county  liquor  commissioners,  he  shall  imme- 
diatcly  turn  over  to  the  said  county  commissioners  all  liquors  and 
other  property  in  his  possession  belonging  to  the  State  or  county. 
Said  county  commissioners  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  prose- 
cuting the  State  storekeepers  or  any  of  the  employees  wJw  may 
violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act.     Any  member  of  said 
board  of  county  liquor  commissioners  being  credibly  informed  of 
the  sale  or  distribution  of  intoxicating  liquor  contrary  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  by  said  storekeepers,  pharmacists,  or  hotel  keep- 
ers shall  forthwith  furnish  such  information  to  the  chairman  of 
said  county  liquor  commissioners,  who  shall  immediately  cause  the 
offender  to  be  prosecuted  and  otherwise  proceeded  with  according  to 
the  provisions  of  this  act.     And  any  and  all  members  of  said 
board  of  county  liquor  commissioners  who  shall  for  the  space  of 
ten  days  neglect  to  perform  the  above  described  duties  shall  he 
liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than 
two  hundred  dollars,  and  costs  of  proseeution  and  their  office  shall 
be  vacated.     On  the  death,  resignation,  or  removal  of  a  State  state- 
keeper,  or  expiratiejn  of  his  term  of  office,  the  county  liquor  com- 
missioners shall  appoint  his  successor,  as  hereinbefore  provided  in 
section  19. 
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Section  22.  The  county  liquor  commissioners  shall  have  an 
office  at  the  county  seat  of  their  county,  and  shall  elect  one  of  their 
number  as  chairman  and  one  as  clerk  of  the  said  county  hoard. 
The  said  county  commissioners  shall  preserve  as  a  part  of  the 
records  and  files  of  their  office  all  petitions ,  bonds,  and  other  papers 
pertaining  to  the  appointment  of  State  storekeepers,  and  all  bonds,, 
papers,  etc,  pertaining  to  the  applications  for  licenses  for  pharm- 
acists or  hotel  keepers,  and  keep  suitable  books  in  which  bonds 
shall  be  recorded.  The  books  shall  be  furnished  by  the  county  like 
other  public  records.  The  said  county  commissioners  shall  desig- 
nate or  provide  a  suitable  place  in  which  to  sell  the  liquors  in  each 
town  or  city  so  voting.  Said  county  commissioners  shall  meet  once 
a  month,  or  oftener,  on  the  call  of  the  chairman.  They  shall,  upon 
the  approval  of  the  State  Liquor  Vommissioners,  employ  such  as- 
sistants for  the  State  storekeepers  in  said  county  as  may  be  neces- 
sary. The  State  storekeepers  and  assistants  shall  receive  such 
compensation  as  the  county  liquor  commissioners  may  determine, 
but  this  compensation  shall  be  in  no  way  affected  by  the  amount 
of  liquor  sold,  and  no  clerk  or  assistant  shall  be  employed  who  is 
under  21  years  of  age.  All  profits  arising  from  this  act  shall  be 
paid  into  the  State  Treasury  and  shall  be  distributed  to  the  several 
towns  and  cities  in  the  State  according  to  population,  as  ascer- 
tained at  the  last  census.  It  shall  be  optional  for  said  towns  and 
cities  to  determine  how  their  said  proportion  of  the  profits  arising 
from  the  sale  of  liquors  shall  he  used.  All  moneys  belonging  to  the 
State  received  by  the  State  storekeepers  shall  be  forwarded  on  the 
first  Monday  of  each  month  to  the  State  Liquor  Commissioners, 
ami  by  them  on  the  second  Monday  of  each  month  paid  to  the  State 
Treasurer,  who  shall  distribute  the  same  to  the  treasurers  of  the 
various  toicns  and  cities,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  on  the  fourth 
Monday  in  the  months  of  March,  June,  September  and  December 
in  each  year. 

Section  23.  Before  selling  or  delivering  any  intoxicating 
liquors,  except  malt  liquors  arid  light  tcines,  to  be  drunk  on  the 
premises,  to  any  person,  a  request  must  he  presented  to  the  State 


quired:  and  the  request  shall  be  signed  by  the  applicant  in  his  own 
true  name  and  signature,  attested  by  the  State  storekeeper  or  hifi 
clerk,  who  shall  receive  and  file  the  requests.     But  no  liquor  shall 
he  sold  or  delivered  if  the  State  storekeeper  applied  to  personally 
knows  the  person  applying  is  a  minor,  that  he  is  intoxicated,  or 
that  he  is  in  the  habit  of  using  intoxicating  liquors  to  excess;  or  "if 
the  applicant  is  not  so  personally  known  to  said  State  storekeepc^j 
before  filling  said  order  or  delivering  said  liquor,  he  may  require 
the  statement  of  a  reliable  and  trustworthy  person  of  good  chaf- 
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-acter  and  habits,  known  personally  to  him,  tJiat  the  applicant  is 
not  a  minor,  and  is  not  in  the  huhit  of  using  intoxicating  liquors 
to  excess.  Said  State  storekeepers  shall  keep  a  true  and  accurate 
record  of  all  such  requests  in  a  hook  kept  for  that  purpose,  which 
shall  always  he  open  to  the  public. 

Section  2Ji.  Requests  for  purchase  of  liquor  shall  he  made  upon 
blanks  furnished  by  the  State  Liquor  GommissUyners,  in  packages 
of  one  hundred  each,  to  the  State  storekeepers  and  druggists  from 
time  to  time  as  the  same  shall  be  needed,  and  shall  he  numbered 
consecutively  thereon.  The  blanks  aforesaid  shall  be  furnished 
to  the  several  State  storekeepers  by  the  State  Liquor  Comtnissioners 
in  uniform  books  like  bank  checks,  and  the  date  of  delivery  shall  be 
endorsed  by  said  State  Commissioners  on  each  hook,  and  receipt 
taken  therefor  and  preserved  in  the  office  of  said  State  Commis- 
sioners.  The  State  storekeepers  shall  preserve  the  application  in 
the  original  form.  When  retxirn  therefor  is  made,  said  State  Com- 
missioners  shall  endorse  thereon  the  date  of  return,  and  file  and 
preserve  the  same,  to  be  used  in  the  quarterly  settlements  between 
such  State  storekeepers  and  said  State  Commissioners.  All  unused 
or  mutilated  blanks  shall  be  returned  or  accounted  for,  before  other 
blanks  are  issued  to  such  State  storekeepers. 

Section  25,  On  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  each  month,  each 
State  storekeeper  shall  make  full  returns  to  the  State  Liquor  Com- 
missioners of  all  requests  fiUed  by  him  and  his  clerks  during  the 
preceding  month,  upon  blanks  to  be  furnished  by  the  said  commis- 
sioncvs  for  that  purpose,  and  accompany  the  same  icith  an  oath, 
duly  taken  and  subscribed  before  a  justice  or  a  notary  public,  irhich 

shall  he  in  the  following  form,  to  wit:    "  /,  ,  being  duly 

sworn,  state  on  oath  that  the  requests  for  liquors  herewith  retunte>d 
are  all  that  were  received  and  filled  at  my  place  of  business  under 
my  permit,  during  the  month  of ,  19  ;  that  I  have  care- 
fully preserved  the  saine,  and  that  they  were  filled  up,  signed,  and 
attested  at  the  date  shoirn  thereon,  as  provided  by  law;  that  said 
requests  ircrc  filled  by  delivering  the  quantity  and  kind  of  liquors 
required,  and  that  no  liquors  have  been  sold  under  my  permit  dur- 
ing said  month,  except  as  shoivn  by  the  requests  herewith  returned, 
except  light  wines  and  malt  liquors  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises,  as 
per  enclosed  statement:  and  that  I  have  faithfully  observed  and 
complied  with  the  provisions  of  my  bond  and  oath  taken  by  «re, 
thereon  endorsed,  and  ivith  all  the  laws  relating  to  my  duties  in 
the  premises.^^ 

Section  26.    Ipon  failure  of  any  State  storekeeper  to  make  re- 
turns to  the  State  Commissioners  as  herein  required,  the  said  State 
Commissioners  shall  immediately  order  the  county  hoard  of  liquor 
commissioners  to  summon  said  delinquent  State  storekeeper  to  ap-' 
pear  before  them  and  shote  cause  why  his  appointment  should  not 
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he  revoked;  and  if  cause  shall  not  be  shown  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  said  county  commissioners  they  shall  immediately  annul  said 
appointment  and  give  public  notice  thereof;  and  the  state's  At- 
torney shall  proceed  to  enforce  the  penalties  prescribed  in  this  act 
for  such  violation  against  said  iState  storekeeper  at  the  next  suc- 
ceeding term  of  court  in  the  county  in  which  such  appointment  is 
held;  and  any  IState  storekeeper  who  shall  sell  or  dispose  of  any 
intoxicating  liquors  after  his  appointment  shall  have  been  revoked, 
shally  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  not  less  than  tvx)  hundred 
dollars  and  be  imprisoned  for  thirty  days  for  each  offence.    If  any 
State  storekeeper  or  his  clerk  shall  make  false  oath  touching  any 
matter  required  to  be  sworn  to  under  the  povisions  of  this  act,  the 
persons  so  offending  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  punished  as  provided 
by  law  for  perjury.    If  any  State  storekeeper  or  his  clerk  shall 
procure  any  intoxicaimg  liquors  from  any  person  except  the  State 
Liquor  Superintendent,  or  if  he  or  they,  or  any  persons  in  his  or 
their  employ,  or  by  his  or  their  direction,  shall  sell  or  offer  for 
sale  any  liquors  other  than  such  as  have  been  furnished  by  said 
State  Superintendent,  or  shall  adulterate,  or  cause  to  be  adulter- 
ated, any  intoxicating  spirituous  or  malt  liquors  which  he  or  they 
may  keep  for  sale  wider  this  act,  by  mixing  with  some  coloring 
matter  or  any  drug  or  ingredient  whatever,  or  shall  mix  the  same 
with  other  liquors  of  different  kind  or  quality,  or  with  water,  or 
shall  sell  or  expose  for  sale  such  liquor  so  adulterated,  or  shall 
change  the  label  upon  any  box,  bottle,  or  package,  or  shall  use  any 
request  for  liquors  for  more  than  one  sale,  he  or  they  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  m,isdemeanor,  and  be  fined  in  a  sum  of  not  less  than  two  hun- 
dred dollars  or  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  six  months  for  each 
offence.    If  any  State  storekeeper  shall  misappropriate,  misuse  or 
otherwise  wrongfully  dispose  of  any  moneys  or  other  property  be- 
longing to  the  State,  he  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  punished  as  in 
the  case  of  embezzlement. 

Section  27.  On  information  given  by  any  person  with  sufficient 
evidence  that  any  State  storckeei)er  in  violation  of  his  oath  of  office 
sells  or  furnishes  intoxicating  liquors  to  any  minor,  intoxicated 
person,  or  person  who  is  in  the  habit  of  becoming  intoxicated,  or 
fails  to  m<ike  full  and  accurate  returns  as  required  by  law,  showing 
the  true  signature  to  every  request  for  liquor  by  him  received  and 
granted,  or  sells  liquor  to  any  person  without  first  requiring  the 
icritten  requests  therefor  to  be  filled  out  and  signed,  as  provided  by 
late  or  the  regulations  of  the  State  Liquor  Commissioners,  it  shall 
he  the  duty  of  the  State's  Attorney  to  prosecute  such  in  the  name  of 
the  State.  And  when  such  prosecution  is  commenced  against  him, 
the  said  State  storekeeper  shall  be  immediately  deprived  of  his 
offlce  as  State  storekeeper,  and  his  sureties  aforesaid  shall  be  liable 
on  said  bond  for  the  amount  of  all  fines  and  costs  adjudged  against 
him,  and  shall  remain  further  liable,  jointly  and  severally,  to  the 
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extent  of  their  hand,  to  all  iAvU  damages,  costs  and  judgments 
which  ma^  he  obtained  against  the  principal  in  any  iA^vil  action 
hrought  hy  toife,  child,  parent,  guardian,  employer  or  other  person 
under  the  provisions  of  the  law. 

Section  28.  No  person,  firm,  association  or  corporation,  shdU 
manufacture  for  sale,  sell,  furnish,  give  awa/y— except,  in  the  case 
of  a  person,  at  his  own  residence  and  to  persons  who  are  not 
habitual  drunkards  and  are  not  minors  other  than  members  of  his 
own  family — or  keep  for  sale,  exchange,  barter  or  dispense  any 
liquors  containing  alcohol  for  any  purpose  whatsoever,  otherwise 
than  is  provided  in  this  act,  ar^fi  all  intoxicating  liquors  sold  hy 
persons  authorized  thereto  under  this  act,  shall  he  purchased  and 
received  from  the  State  Liquor  Superintendent.  Any  person  violat- 
ing the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  upon  conviction  thereof  he 
fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars 
for  each  offence.  And  upon  a  second  or  subsequent  conviction  may 
in  addition  to  said  fines  be  confined  in  the  House  of  Correction  for 
not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  twelve  months  and  pay  costs  of 
prosecution  in  all  cases. 

Section  29.  Every  State  storekeeper,  licensed  hotel  keeper  and 
pharmacist  shall  keep  a  strict  account  of  all  liquors  received  hy 
him  from  the  State  Liquor  Superintendent,  in  a  book  kept  for  that 
purpose,  which  shall  be  subject  at  all  times  to  the  inspection  of  the 
Staters  Attorney,  of  any  peace  officer  or  grand  juror  of  the  county, 
or  of  any  other  citizen;  and  such  book  shall  show  the  amount  and 
kind  of  liquors  procured,  the  date  of  receipt  and  amount  sold,  and 
the  a^wunt  on  hand,  of  each  kind  for  each  month.  Such  hook  shnll 
be  produced  by  the  party  keeping  the  same,  to  be  used  as  evidence 
on  trial  of  any  prosecution  against  him,  on  notice  duly  served  thnt 
the  same  uAll  be  required  as  evidence. 

Section  30.  Unless  persons  are  selling  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  the  payment  of  the  United  States  special  tax 
as  a  liquor  seller,  or  notice  of  any  kind  in  any  ploee  of  resort,  or 
in  any  store  or  shop,  indicating  that  alcoholic  liquors  are  there 
sold,  kept  or  given  away,  shall  be  held  to  be  prima  faeie  evidence 
thai  the  person  or  persons  paying  said  tax  and  the  parties  display- 
ing such  notices  are  acting  in  violation  of  this  act;  and  such  per- 
son or  parties  shell  be  punished  as  provided  in  section  28  of  this 
act.  Conviction  in  the  United  Stotes  courts  of  illicit  sales  of 
liquors  shall  be  taken  as  prima  facie  evidence  of  violation  of  the 
privisions  of  this  act. 

Section  31.  Licensed  druggists  conducting  drug  stores  and 
monufacturers  of  proprietary  medicines  are  hereby  authorized  to 
purchase  of  State  storekeepers  or  of  the  State  Superintendent 
direct,  intoxicating  liquors  for  the  purpose  of  compounding  medi- 
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<rtne«,  tinctures  and  extracts:  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  be  construed  to  authorize  the  manufacture  or  sale  of 
4iny  preparation  or  compound  under  any  name,  form  or  device^ 
ichich  may  he  used  as  a  beverage,  which  is  intoxicating  in  its 
<*hara€ter.  And  also  provided,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be 
<^onstrued  to  forbid  wholesale  druggists  from  selling  in  quantities 
of  not  less  tha/n  two  gallons  alcohol,  purchased  by  them  at  the 
Central  State  store.  There  shall  not  be  charged  such  licensed  drug- 
gists and  manufacturers  more  than  ten  per  cent  net  profits  for 
liquors  sold  them  for  such  purposes.  Such  purchasers  shall  keep 
a  record  of  the  uses  to  which  the  same  are  devoted,  giving  the  kind 
<ind  quantity  so  used,  and  quarterly  they  shall  make  and  file  with 
the  State  Liquor  Commissioners  and  with  the  County  Liquor  Com- 
missioners sworn  reports,  giving  a  full  and  true  statement  of  the 
quantity  and  kinds  of  such  liquors  puchased  and  used,  the  uses 
to  which  the  same  have  been  devoted,  and  the  parties  from  whom 
the  same  were  purchased,  and  the  dates  and  quantities  so  pur- 
<ihased,  together  with  an  invoice  of  each  kind  still  in  stock  and  kept 
for  such  compoundings.  If  said  licensed  druggist  or  manufacturer 
^hall  sell,  barter,  give  away  or  exchange,  or  in  any  manner  dispose 
of,  said  liquors  for  any  purpose  other  than  authorized  by  this  act, 
he  shaJl,  upon  conviction,  forfeit  his  license,  and  be  liable  to  all 
penalties,  prosecutions,  and  proceedings  at  law  and  in  equity  pro- 
vided against  persons  selling  without  authority,  and  upon  such  con- 
viction the  clerk  of  the  court  shall,  within  ten  days  after  such  judg- 
ment or  order,  transmit  to  the  board  of  pharmaceutical  examiners 
the  certified  record  thereof,  upon  receipt  of  which  the  said  board 
shall  strike  the  name  of  the  said  druggist  from  the  list  of  pharm- 
acists and  revoke  his  certifloate. 

Section  32.  If  any  person  shall  make  any  false  or  fictitious 
signature^  or  sign  any  name  other  than  his  or  her  own  to  any 
paper  required  to  be  signed  by  this  act,  without  being  authorized 
to  do  so,  or  make  any  false  statement  in  any  paper,  request  or  ap- 
plication signed  to  procure  liquor  under  this  act,  the  person  so 
offending  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty-five 
dollars  or  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  or  be  imprisoned  not  less 
than  thirty  days. 

Section  33.  Every  person  who  shall,  directly  or  indirectly, 
keep  or  maintain  by  himself,  or  by  associating  or  coinbining  u?ith 
others,  or  who  shall  in  any  manner  aid,  assist  or  abet  in  keeping 
or  maintaining  any  club  room  or  other  place  in  ichich  any  intoxi- 
cating liquors  are  received  or  kept  for  use,  barter  or  sale  as  a 
beverage,  or  for  distribution  or  division  among  the  members  of  any 
elub  or  association  by  any  means  whatever,  and  every  person  who 
shall  receive,  barter,  sell,  assist  or  abet  another  in  receiving,  barter- 
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ing  or  selling  any  alcoholic  liqiwrs  so  received  or  kepty  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  convictimh  thereof,  shall 
he  punished  as  promded  in  section  28  of  this  act. 

Section  SJ^,  All  places  where  alcoholic  liquors  are  manufac- 
tured, kept,  sold,  battered  or  given  away  in  vi4)lation  of  this  actf 
or  where  persons  are  permitted  to  resort  for  the  purpose  of  drink- 
ing alcoholic  liquoi's  as  a  beverage,  or  where  alcoholic  liquors  are 
kept  for  sale,  barter,  or  delivery  in  violation  of  this  act,  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  common  nuisances,  and  any  person  m^ay  go  before 
any  magistrate  in  the  county  and  swear  out  an  arrest  warrant  on 
personal  knowledge  or  on  infotmation  and  belief,  charging  said 
nuisance,  giving  the  names  of  witnesses  against  the  keeper  or  man- 
ager of  such  place  and  his  aids  and  his  assistants,  if  any,  and  such 
magistrate  shall  direct  such  arrest  warrant  either  to  the  sheriff 
of  the  county  or  to  any  special  cotisiablc,  commanding  said  defend- 
ant to  be  arrested  and  brought  before  him  to  be  dealt  icith  according 
to  law,  and  shall  issue  a  search  warrant  in  which  the  premises  in 
question  shall  be  particularly  described,  commanding  such  sheriff 
or  constable  to  thoroughly  search  the  premises  in  question  and  to 
seize  all  alcholic  liquors  found  thereon,  and  to  seize  all  vessels,  bar 
fixtures,  screens,  bottles,  glasses,  and  appurtenances  apparetitly 
used,  or  suitable  for  use,  in  retailing  liquors,  to  make  a  complete 
inventory  thei'eof,  and  deposit  the  same  with  the  sheriff,  (  nder 
the  arrest  warrant  the  defendant  shall  be  arrested  and  brought 
before  such  magistrate,  and  the  case  shall  be  disposed  of  as  in  other 
criminal  cases.  Upon  conviction  of  said  defendants  of  maintain- 
ing said  nu'isance  at  the  trial,  they,  or  any  of  them  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  punishable  by  imprisonment  in  the  county 
jail  for  a  tenn  of  not  less  than  three  months  or  a  fine  of  not  less 
tlian  two  hundred  dollars  or  both  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 
The  articles  covered  by  the  inventory,  which  were  retained  by  the 
sheriff,  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  IState  and  sold,  and  the  net  proceeds 
sent  to  the  State  Treasurer,  and  the  sheriff  shall  forthicith  proceed 
to  dispose  of  the  alcoholic  liquors  covered  by  said  inventory,  as 
provided  for  in  this  act,  as  when  other  liquors  are  seized.  No  suit 
shall  lie  for  damages  alleged  to  arise  by  seizure  and  detention  of 
liquors  under  this  act. 

Section  3o.  The  possession  of  said  illicit  liquoi's  is  hereby 
prohibited  and  declared  unlawful,  and  any  obligation,  or  note  of 
ijidebtednefis,  contracted  in  their  sale  is  declared  to  be  absolutely 
null  and  row/,  nor  shall  any  action  or  suit  for  the  recovery  of  the 
same  be  entertained  in  any  court  in  this  State, 

Section  36,  Any  interference  by  any  person  with  obstruction 
or  resistance  of,  or  abusive  language  to,  any  officer  or  person  in 
the  discharge  of  the  duties  herein  enjoined,  or  the  use  of  abusive 
language  by  any  such  officer  or  person  to  any  other  person  or  per- 
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9on8,  shall  be  deetned  a  misdemeanor,  and  the  person  or  persons  so 
offending  shall,  upon  conviction^  he  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  ten  doUarSy  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars^  or  imprisonment  for 
a  term  of  not  more  than  three  months, 

Section  37.  In  case  of  conviction  of  violations  of  any  of  the 
sections  of  this  act  where  punishment  is  not  especially  provided  for^ 
the  person  or  persons  or  corporations  so  convicted  shall  be  punished 
in  the  discretion  of  the  court  trying  the  same.  And  justices  of  the 
peace  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  tcith  the  county  court  in 
all  offenses  under  this  act.  And  in  all  cases  prosecuted  before  a 
justice  of  the  peace,  the  respondent  shall  have  a  right  to  appeal 
the  same  to  the  county  court.  All  alcoholic  liquors,  other  than  do- 
mestic wine  or  dder,  which  do  not  have  on  the  packages  in  which 
they  are  contained  the  label  and  certificates  going  to  show  that 
they  have  been  tested  by  the  chemist  and  purchased  from  a  State 
officer  authorized  to  sell  them,  are  hereby  declared  contraband,  and 
on  seizure  will  be  forfeited  to  the  State:  Provided,  That  this  section 
shall  not  apply  to  persons  having  liquor  which  they  wish  to  keep 
for  their  oicn  use.  Any  persons  affixing,  or  causing  to  be  affixed, 
to  any  package  containing  alcoholic  liquor,  any  imitation  stamp  or 
other  printed  or  engraved  label  or  devise  than  those  furnished  by 
the  State  Liquor  Commissioners,  shall,  for  each  offense,  be  liable  to 
a  penalty  of  six  months^  imprisonment  or  two  hundred  dollars  fine. 

Section  38.  Any  person  handling  contraband  liquor  in  the 
night  time,  or  delivering  the  same,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  on  conviction  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  for  not  less 
than  three  months  nor  more  than  twelve  months,  or  by  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

Section  39.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  sheriffs,  deputy  sheriffs, 
and  constables,  having  notice  of  the  violation  of  any  of  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act,  to  notify  the  State's  Attortiey  of  the  fact  of  such 
violation,  and  to  furnish  him  the  name  of  any  witness  vyithin  their 
knowledge  by  whom  such  violation  can  he  proven.  If  any  such 
officer  shall  wilfully  fail  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  he  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than 
twenty-five  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  and  such 
conviction  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of  the  office  held  by  such  person; 
and  the  court  before  whom  such  comnction  is  had  shall,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  imposition  of  the  fine  aforesaid,  order  and  adjudge  the 
forfeiture  of  his  said  office. 

Section  40.  In  any  indictment  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors,  it  shall  be  competent  to  charge  a  series  of  sales  on  the 
same  or  on  divers  days  up  to  the  finding  of  the  true  bill,  or  filing 
an  information  or  complaint,  to  one  person,  or  to  different  persons,

naming  one  and  stating  the  others  to  be  unknown,  in  the  same 
court,  and  the  prosecuting  officer  shaU  not  he  required  to  elect 
which  particular  sale  he  unU  rely  on,  but  may  offer  proof  of  all, 
and  proof  of  any  one  or  of  all  the  sales  u)ill  sustain  a  verdict: 
ProiAded,  Upon  a  trial  and  conviction  or  acquittal,  no  other  bill  of 
indictment  will  lie  for  any  sale  occurring  prior  to  the  finding  of 
said  bill  or  filing  such  information  or  complaint,  and  the  punish- 
ment shall  be  in  such  case  for  each  of  such  offences  as  he  is  found 
guilty  of:  Provided,  further.  That  this  section  shall  not  be  so  con- 
strued  as  to  prevent  the  prosecuting  officer  from  giving  out  several 
bills  of  indictment  for  several  sales  in  the  first  instance,  if  he 
thinks  best  to  do  so. 

Section  4I.  Whenever  in  this  act  it  is  provided  that  process 
shall  issue  upon  an  affidavit  based  on  information  and  belief,  the 
affidavit  shall  contain  a  statement  setting  forth  the  sources  of  infor- 
mation,  and  the  facts  and  grounds  of  belief  upon  which  the  affiant 
bases  his  belief:  Provided,  That  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  set 
forth  the  sources  of  information,  and  the  facts  and  grounds  of 
belief,  in  the  affidavit  upon  which  a  warrant  of  arrest  shall  is9u^ 
but  it  shall  only  be  necessary  in  case  of  search  warrants. 

Section  42.  A  board  consisting  of  three  members,  to  be  known 
as  the  State  Liquor  Commissioners,  is  hereby  established,  whose 
duties  and  powers  shall  be  hereinafter  defined.  This  board  shall 
be  composed  of  men  of  good  moral  character,  not  addicted  to  the  use 
of  intoxicating  liquors  as  a  beverage,  and  the  two  dominant  polit- 
ical parties  of  the  State  shall  each  be  represented  thereon.  Said 
commissioners  shall  be  elected  by  the  General  Assembly  in  joint 
session  as  follows:  The  chairman  of  the  board  shall  be  first 
elected,  and  then  shall  be  elected  the  tux)  remaining  mem- 
bers. The  term  of  office  of  the  members  of  said  board  shaU 
be  for  two  years,  unless  sooner  removed  by  the  Gover- 
nor; they  shall  qualify  and  be  commissioned  in  the  same 
manner  as  other  State  officei^s.  In  the  event  of  vacancy  on  said 
board  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  such  vacancy  shall  he 
filled  by  appointment  by  the  Governor,  until  the  next  session  of 
the  General  Assembly,  and  until  new  commissioners  are  qualified* 
Each  member  of  the  said  board  shall  receive  for  his  services  the  sum 
of  ten  dollars  per  diem  and  mileage  allowed  to  members  of  the 
General  Assembly:  Provided,  That  no  member  of  said  Board  shaU 
receive  pay  for  more  than  one  hundred  days  in  any  fiscal  year. 
The  said  board  shall  devise  such  a  system  of  bookkeeping  and  ac- 
counting as  it  may  deem  advisable.  The  said  board  shall  prescribe 
all  rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  law,  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  Central  State  store  and  the  several  State  stores,  licensed 
hotels  and  pharmacists  in  the  diffe^'ent  towns  and  cities.  The  Gen- 
eral Assembly  shall,  at  the  present  session,  upon  the  approval  of 
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thia  act^  elect  the  members  of  said  hoards  us  provided  for  in  this 
section,  whose  term  of  office  shall  commence  at  such  time  as  this 
act  becomes  in  force,  and  continue  for  two  years,  or  until  their 
successors  are  duly  qualified, 

Section  43.  A  State  Liquor  Superintendent  shall  he  elected  by 
the  General  Assembly,  who  shall  hold  his  office  from  the  time  that 
this  act  becomes  in  force  until  his  successor  shall  be  elected  by  the 
next  General  Assembly  and  duly  qualified,  and  who  shall  receive 
an  annual  salary  of  two  thousand  dollars,  to  be  paid  as  now  pro- 
vided by  law  in  the  case  of  other  State  officers.  Said  Superintend- 
ent shall  thereafter  be  elected  by  the  General  Assembly  for  a  term 
of  two  years  and  shall  hold  office  until  his  successor  shall  be  elected 
and  qualified.  The  Governor  shall  ha^e  the  right  at  any  time  to 
suspend  or  remove  the  said  Superintendent,  with  the  consent  of  a 
majority  of  the  Board  of  State  Liquor  Commissioners,  for  any 
cause  which  he  shall  consider  sufficient,  and  appoint  some  suitable 
person  to  fill  such  vacancy.  In  case  of  resignation,  death,  or  other 
disability  of  the  Superintendent,  the  Governor  shall  have  the  right 
to  appoint  a  successor  to  fill  said  vacancy.  The  State  Liquor  Com- 
missioners shall,  within  thirty  days  after  the  approval  of  this 
act  by  the  Governor,  and  the  sams  coming  in  force,  and  thereafter 
quarterly,  advertise  in  tu)o  or  more  daily  neu>spapers  of  this  State, 
and  one  or  more  daily  newspapers  without  this  State,  for  bids  to 
be  made  by  parties  desiring  to  furnish  liquor  to  the  State  for  said 
quarter.  Said  bids  shall  be  placed  in  an  envelope,  securely  sealed 
with  the  seal  of  the  company,  firm  or  corporation,  and  having  been 
so  sealed,  shall  be  placed  in  the  express  office,  directed  to  the  State 
Treasurer,  Montpelier,  Yt.;  and  only  one  bid  shall  be  made  by  any 
one,  which  shall  state  the  quality y  price  and  chemical  analysis 
thereof,  and  O/Ccompanying  said  bids  there  shall  be  a  sample  of 
each  kind  of  liquor  offered  for  sale,  containing  not  more  than  one- 
half  pint  each,  which  sample  shall,  on  its  arrival,  be  delivered  to 
the  State  Liquor  Superintendent,  to  be  retained  by  him  until  after 
it  has  been  ascertained  that  the  wines  or  liquors  purchased  cor- 
respond in  all  respects  unth  the  samples  furnished;  said  samples 
to  be  the  property  of  the  State.  Said  bids  shall  be  kept  by  the 
State  Treasurer  in  his  office,  and  he  shall  not  himself  inspect,  or 
allow  any  one  to  inspect  said  bids,  or  the  envelopes  containing 
said  bids,  but  shall  deliver  said  bids  to  the  State  Liquor  Commis- 
sioners, at  a  meeting  of  the  same,  who  shall  open  said  bids  in  public, 
and  record  all  said  bids  in  a  book,  kept  for  that  purpose.  Said 
Commissioners  may  reject  any  and  all  bids,  and  readvertise  for 
other  bids.  Said  superintendent  shall  purchase  all  alcholic  liq- 
uors for  lawful  use  in  this  State,  under  the  direction  of  the  State 
Board  of  Liquor  Commissioners,  and  shall  have  the  same  tested 
and  declared  to  be  chemically  pure;  and  if  the  wines  and  liquors 
purchased  fail  to  correspond  in  any  respect  with  the  samples  fur- 
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nished,  the  seller  thereof  shall  forfeit  to  the  State  a  sum  not  exceed- 
ing  the  value  of  said  liquor,  to  he  recovered  in  an  action  brought 
by  the  State  against  such  seller  on  said  seller^s  bond  filed  with  the 
State  Treasurer;  and  said  contract  shall  be  awarded  to  the  lowest 
responsible  bidder,  for  such  quantities  and  kinds  of  liquors  as 
mag  be  deemed  necessary  to  the  State  for  the  quarter,  and  said 
contracts  shall  further  provide  that  said  superintendent  may  order 
additional  quantities  of  liquors  sufficient  to  supply  the  central 
store,  should  there  be  need  of  more,  from  the  same  persons  or  cor- 
porations at  the  same  price,  for  that  quarter.  Said  commissioners 
shall  require  from  the  successful  bidder  or  bidders  such  bond,  in 
such  sum  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  to  insure  the  compliance  of 
said  bidder  or  bidders  with  the  terms  of  said  contract:  Provided^ 
That  the  said  State  Liquor  Commissioners  shall  not  purchase  any 
liquor  of  any  person,  firm  or  corporation,  who  shall  solicit  any 
orders,  either  by  drummers^  agents,  samples  or  otherwise,  except 
as  hereinbefore  provided.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  transactions  of 
the  State  central  store  shall  end  on  the  30th  day  of  November 
each  year.  The  Governor  of  the  State  shall  appoint,  not  later  than 
the  10th  day  of  December  in  each  year,  two  expert  aiicountants,  of 
good  character  and  of  high  standing  in  their  profession,  who  shall 
make  a  thorough  examination  of  the  books  of  a^^counts,  trial  bal- 
ances and  balance  sheet  of  the  central  store  for  the  year  endiny 
November  30th,  together  with  all  bills,  vouchers  and  evidences  of 
receipt  and  expenditures  whatsoever,  and  they  shall  certify  to  the 
Governor,  in  writing,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  of  each 
year,  the  result  of  such  examination.  This  certificate  to  be  in  addi- 
tion to  the  annual  report  of  the  State  Liquor  Commissioners.  The 
accountants  so  named  by  the  Governor  of  the  State  each  shall  re- 
ceive for  his  service  four  dollars  per  day  for  not  exceeding  thirty 
days  in  any  one  year,  to  be  paid  from  the  earnings  of  th^  Stale 
stores.  The  State  Liquor  Superintendent  and  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  State  Liquor  Commissioners  are  hereby  directed  and 
commanded  to  give  to  the  accountants  appointed  by  the  Governor 
free  and  full  access  to  all  books  of  accounts,  trial  balances,  balance 
sheets,  and  every  and  all  books,  invoices',  receipts,  bank  books^  and 
evenf  and  all  papers  connected  with  the  financial  operations  of 
the  State  stores. 

Section  JfJf.  The  State  Liquor  Superintendent  shall,  before 
entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  execute  a  bond  to  the  State  of 
Vermont  in  the  sum  of  twenty- five  thousand  dollars,  which  bond 
shall  be  approved  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  State,  according  to  the 
provisions  of  the  law  as  note  provided,  or  which  may  be  herein- 
after enacted,  for  the  faithful  observance  of  all  rules  and  regula- 
tions made  and  adopted  by  the  State  Liquor  Commissioners  during 
hi^  term  of  office;  said  superintendent  shall  be  charged  icith  the 
ma/nagement  and  control  of  the  State  stores,  subject  to  the  rules  and 
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regulations  of  said  State  Liquor  Commissioners  and  the  provisions 
of  this  law;  said  superintendent  shall  employ,  at  salaries  not  to 
exceed  those  fixed  hy  the  State  Liquor  Commissioners,  all  assistants 
and  help  necessary  to  manage  the  State  central  store,  where  all 
liquors  ordered  purchased  hy  the  State  Liquor  Commissioners  shall 
he  kept,  tested,  labeled  and  put  up,  and  from,  which  all  liquors  shall 
be  shipped  to  all  persons  who  may  laicfully  sell  or  distribute  the 
^ame  in  this  State;  said  superintendent  may  discharge  any  of  the 
employees  at  pleasure,  and  report  his  reasons  therefor  in  u>riting  to 
the  State  Liquor  Commissioners:  Provided,  That  said  Superin- 
tendent shall  not  employ  any  person  who  is  related  to  him  or  any 
member  of  the  State  Liquor  Commissioners  hy  blood  or  marriage. 

Section  J^o.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  State  Liquor  Super- 
intendent, or  any  officer  or  employee  of  the  State  central  store,  or 
any  State  storekeeper  or  his  clerk,  or  any  other  person  selling  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  put  any  false  or  misleading  label  on 
any  package  of  liquor  to  be  sold  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
or  receive  any  samples  for  personal  use,  or  to  drink  or  to  give 
away  any  liquors  in  stock;  and  any  person  found  guilty  of  violat- 
ing any  provisions  of  this  section  shall,  upon  conviction  in  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  one  hu$^ 
dred  dollars  and  by  imprisonme7it  for  not  more  than  twelve  months. 

Section  J^S.  The  State  Liquor  Superintendent  shall,  before 
shipping  any  liquors  to  any  person  for  sale  or  distribution  undet* 
this  act,  except  malt  liquors  and  wines,  cause  the  same  to  be  put 
into  packages  of  not  less  than  one-half  pint  nor  more  than  five 
gallons,  and  securely  label  and  seal  the  same;  and  it  shall  be  unlaw- 
ful for  any  person  selling  the  same,  including  State  storekeepers 
and  pharmacists,  to  break  any  of  such  packages,  or  open  the  same 
for  any  reason  whatsoever;  and  such  seller  shall  sell  the  packages 
only,  and  no  persons  shall  open  the  same  on  the  premises,  and  all 
pack-ages  of  malt  liquors  and  wines  so  furnished  by  said  superin- 
tendent shall  be  tested  and  securely  labelled  and  sealed  by  him,  and 
the  same  shall  be  received  and  accounted  for,  and  may  be  sold  in 
<fuantities  of  not  less  than  one-half  pint,  and  may  be  in  the  case 
of  storekeepers  and  hotel  keepers  consumed  on  the  premises  under 
the  protyisions  of  this  act,  and  not  otherwise.  And  no  person 
receiving  and  disposing  of  intoxicating  liquor  under  this  act  shall 
sell  or  furnish  the  same  to  a  person  to  be,  on  the  premises  or  else- 
where, consumed  by  other  persons,  in  a  way  that  is  commonly 
known  as  "  treating.^^ 

Section  Jf7.  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to 
prevent  any  town  or  city  accepting  the  provisions  of  this  act  from, 
toting  at  any  meeting,  duly  called,  to  limit  the  sales  of  the  State 
store  in  said  town  or  city  to  sealed  packages,  the  contents  thereof 
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to  he  used  solely  for  medicinal^  mechanical  and  chemical  purposely 
or  to  forbid  by  vote  the  issuing  of  licenses  to  drug  stores  or  hotels 
in  said  town  or  city,  and  when  any  town  or  city  so  vot^  the  State 
storekeeper  shall  so  limit  all  sales. 

Section  48.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  4^.  'The  foregoing  p7'ovisions  of  this  act  shall  take 
effect  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  March  A.  D.,  1903,  provided-,  however, 
that  if  a  majority  of  the  ballots  to  be  cast  as  hereinafter  provided 
shall  be  *^No,^^  then  this  act  shall  not  take  effect  or  have  any  force* 

Section  50.  A  meeting  of  the  legal  voters  in  town  meetings  of 
each  town  and  city  in  this  State  shall  be  warned  and  holden  on 
the  first  Tu€sd<iy  of  March,  1908,  at  the  usual  place  of  holding 
annual  March  town  and  city  meetings  in  the  several  towns  and 
cities  in  this  State,  at  which  meeting  the  voters  may  ejepress  their 
judgment  and  choice  in  regard  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and 
the  act  itself  by  depositing  their  ballots  in  the  box  provided  for 
that  purpose  by  the  presiding  officers  of  such  meetings  respectively 
with  the  word  "  Yes''  or  ^^No^'  written  or  printed  thereon;  and 
the  return  of  the  votes  on  this  question  shall  be  made  by  town  and 
city  clerks  of  the  several  towns  and  cities  respectively  to  the  county 
clerks  of  their  respective  counties  within  three  days  from  said  first 
Tuesday  in  March,  and  the  several  county  clerks  shall  on  or  before 
the  second  Tuesday  in  March,  1903,  at  their  respective  offices 
canvass  the  votes  so  returned  and  shall,  icithin  two  days  after 
said  second  Tuesday  in  March  certify  and  return  to  the  Secretaty 
of  State  a  statement  of  sux^h  canvass  of  the  votes  so  returned  to 
them. 

Section  57.  On  or  before  the  third  Tuesday  in  March,  1903, 
the  Secretary  of  State  shall  canvass  the  returns  so  made  to  him 
by  the  county  clerks,  and  shall  immediately  thereafter  issue  his 
proclamation  certifying  the  result  of  such  votes  by  publishing  the 
result  in  a  newspaper  tJi  each  county  in  ichich  a  newspaper  is 
published,  and  if  a  majority  of  such  votes  shall  be  "  Tes.^'  the  Sec- 
retary  of  State  shall  so  declare,  and  such  declaration  shall  he  taken 
to  be  the  expression  of  the  choice  of  the  voters  of  this  State  that 
this  act  shall  take  effect,  and  accordingly  it  shall  take  effect  as 
above  provided;  but  if  a  majority  of  said  votes  are  "3W  the 
Secretary  of  State  shall  so  declare  and  this  declaration  shall  he 
taken  as  the  expression  of  the  voters  of  this  State  that  this  act 
sholl  not  take  effect  or  have  force; 

Pending  consideration  of  which  amendment,  on  motion  of 
Mr.  O'SuUivan,  of  St.  Albans  City,  the  bill  was  ordered  to  lie 
and  be  made  the  special  order  for  to-morrow  forenoon  at 
nine  o'clock  and  thirtv  minutes.

Hodges,  thence  in  a  southerly  direction  to  the  easterly  comer  of 
land  occupied  by  William  Fields,  thence  southuoesterly  to  the  south- 
east comer  of  the  Catholic  cemetery,  thence  westerly  to  the  south- 
west corner  of  said  Catholic  cemetery,  thence  in  a  northwesterly 
direction  to  the  southern  point  of  land  ovmed  by  John  Harrington, 
thence  northwesterly  to  the  western  point  of  land  owned  by  John 
Harrington,  thence  in  u  northeasterly  direction  to  the  point  of 
starting,  except  the  bridge  over  the  Winooski  river,  shall  be  known 
as  the  village  of  Richmond,  and  in  and  by  that  name  may  sue  and 
be  sued,  prosecute  and  defend  in  any  court,  may  purchase,  take 
and  hold,  sell  and  convey  real  estate  and  personal  property  neces- 
sary for  its  corporate  purposes,  and  shall  have  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  and  be  subject  to  all  the  liabilities  incident  to  public 
corporations, 

Section  2.  The  annual  meeting  of  said  village  shall  be  heXd 
on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  in  each  year,  at  such  hour  and 
place  within  the  limits  of  said  village  as  the  trustees  shall  desig- 
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state;  such  annual  meeting  shall  he  called  and  warned  hy  the  clerk 
of  the  villagCy  or  in  ca^e  of  his  failing  so  to  do  hy  one  of  the 
trustees;  special  meetings  of  said  village  shall  he  called  hy  the 
clerky  or  upon  his  failure  to  do  so,  hy  one  of  the  trustees,  on  the 
application  in  writing  of  ten  legal  voters  of  said  village;  warnings 
for  such  meetings  shall  he  posted  in  the  post  office  of  the  village 
and  in  one  other  puhlic  place  in  said  village,  not  more  than  thirty 
and  not  less  than  ten  days  hefore  the  time  of  holding  said  meeting, 
except  that  on  the  failure  of  the  clerk  to  call  a  meeting,  one  of  the 
trustees  calling  said  meeting  in  default  of  the  clerk  shall  not  he 
required  to  post  notices  more  than  seven  days  hefore  su>ch  meeting^ 
■and  the  warning  shall  state  the  time  and  place  of  holding  and  the 
iMsiness  to  he  transacted  at  said  meeting,  and  shall  he  signed  hy 
the  authority  issuing  it. 

Section  3,  Persons  residing  in  the  village  who  are  legal  voters 
in  town  meeting  in  said  Richmond  shall  he  voters  in  any  village 
mating,  provided  they  have  resided  in  the  village  for  three  months 
next  prior  to  such  meeting. 

Section  4-  The  first  meeting  of  said  corporation  shaM  he  called 
hy  a  warning  posted  in  two  puhlic  places  in  said  vilUige  a/nd  pub- 
lished in  the  local  papers  not  more  than  thirty  and  not  less  than 
ten  days  hefore  such  meeting,  and  such  warning  shall  state  ^^To 
see  if  the  legal  voters  of  the  village  of  Richmond  will  accept  and 
approve  of  the  act  of  incorporation  of  said  village  "  and  if  accepted 
to  elect  three  trustees,  a  treasurer,  clerk,  collector  and  two  auditors 
to  hold  office  until  the  first  annual  meeting  of  said  village,  and  to 
do  such  other  husiness  as  shall  he  stated  in  the  warning,  and  the 
following  residents,  or  a  majority  of  them,  are  herehy  nominated 
and  authorized  to  call  the  first  meeting  or  any  and  all  meetings  of 
said  village,  until  said  village  has  accepted  said  act  of  incorpora- 
tion and  organized  hy  electing  officers,  or  until  the  time  of  accept- 
ing said  act  of  incorporation  has  expired,  viz.,  R.  E.  Jones,  E.  W. 
Freeman,  E,  T.  Jacohs,  A.  T,  Stevens  and  W,  S.  Walker,  and  if  at 
such  meeting,  an  adjournment  thereof,  or  subsequent  meeting,  called 
as  aforesaid,  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters,  so  met  together  as 
aforesaid,  shall  vote  to  accept  this  charter  and  its  provisions,  then 
it  shall  hecome  hinding  and  effective,  and  when  a  majority  shall 
so  vote  then  such  meeting  shall  proceed  to  the  election  of  officers 
and  such  other  husiness  as  shall  he  stated  in  the  warning.  And  this 
act  if  accepted  as  aforesaid  within  five  years  shall  he  of  full  force 
and  effect,  otherwise  it  shall  he  void. 

Section  5.  At  the  first  regular  annual  meeting  there  shall  he 
'elected,  hy  haMot  if  called  for,  three  trustees,  one  for  one  year,  one 
for  two  years,  and  one  for  three  years,  and  one  for  three  years  at 
each  annual  meeting  thereafter;  there  shall  also  he  elected  a  clerk. 
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tredsurer,  collector  and  two  auditors,  and  such  last  named  officers 
shall  he  elected  annually. 

The  trustees  or  a  majority  of  them  shall  fill  all  vacancies  i» 
office^  except  of  their  own  number,  and  any  vacancy  occurring  in 
the  office  of  trustee  may  he  filled  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  such 
purpose,  or  at  a  regular  meeting. 

Section  6.  Said  trustees  shall  have  the  general  supervision  of 
the  affairs  of  the  village,  and  shall  perform  or  cause  to  he  per- 
formed all  duties  required  to  he  performed  hy  the  laws  of  said  vU- 
lage  and  not  specially  committed  to  any  other  officer  of  said  village; 
said  trustees  shall  act  as  the  agent  of  such  village  in  all  suits 
for  or  against  it,  may  hring  suits  at  law  or  chancery,  conduct  them 
in  court,  and  settle  the  same  and  they  may  settle  claims  against 
said  village  for  damages,  and  they  may  horrow  money  for  such 
purpose,  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  dollars  in  one  year,  and  their 
a^t  shall  he  hinding  on  said  village;  they  may  pay  out  money  of 
said  village  in  business  transactions,  authorized  hy  this  act  and 
its  amendments,  hy  drawing  their  order  on  the  village  treasurer, 
which  order  the  said  treasurer  shall  pay  if  there  are  availaUe 
funds  in  said  treasurer's  hands. 

Section  7,  The  clerk,  treasurer  and  collector  shall  give  such 
hond-s  as  the  trustees  shall  require  and  said  honds  he  filed  uAth 
the  clerk,  and  any  of  the  aforesaid  officers  failing  to  furnish  the 
required  honds  within  a  reasonahle  time  shall  forfeit  the  office  and 
the  trustees  may  appoint  some  legal  voter  of  the  village  to  fill  the 
vacancy  until  the  next  regular  meeting. 

Section  8,  The  village  clerk  shall  he  allowed  the  same  fees  as 
the  toum  clerks  are  allowed  hy  law,  for  the  recording  and  filing 
papers  and  business. 

Section  9.  Such  village,  at  any  meeting  legally  called^  mut^ 
vote  rateable  taxes  on  the  grand  list  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  vil- 
lage and  on  the  property  situated  therein  to  raise  money  to  make, 
alter  and  repair  its  streets  and  highways,  to  light  the  same,  to 
settle  and  pay  land  damages,  to  buy  land,  water  privileges,  rights 
of  way,  to  contract,  procure  and  purchase  the  necessary  material 
to  establish  a  village  water  system  or  a  system  of  fire  protection 
and  it  may  establish  such  systems,  or  it  may  contract  u)ith  a  per- 
son, company  or  corporation  to  supply  the  same  and  such  contract 
so  made  shall  he  hinding  on  said  village  when  the  same  is  accepted 
hy  the  legal  vote  of  said  village.  But  said  village  shall  not,  in 
any  year,  vote  a  tax  or  taxes  amounting  to  more  than  twenty  five 
cents  on  the  dollar  of  the  grand  list  of  said  village. 

Section  10.  The  trustees  shall  assess  the  taxes  voted  by  the 
village  on  the  grand  lists  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  village  and  on 
the  property  of  non-residents  and  shall  seasonably  make  out  and 
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deliver  to  the  proper  collector  or  to  the  village  treasurer,  if  the  vil- 
lage has  voted  its  taxes  by  that  officer,  as  towns  may  do,  tax  hills 
for  all  taxes  lawfully  voted  by  said  village  with  the  name  of  each 
person  taxed  and  the  amount  of  his  tax,  and  annex  proper  war- 
rants thereto  for  collection;  and  said  trustees  may  include  all  of 
said  taxes  or  a  part  thereof  in  one  tax  bill  and  only  one  warrant 
shall  be  required  for  the  collection  of  taxes  on  such  tax  bill;  and 
the  collector  of  such  village  shall  have  the  same  powers  to  collect 
such  tax  bills  and  execute  said  warrants  as  collectors  of  town  taxes 
have;  and  the  collector  and  treasurer  shall  receive  the  same  fees 
as  is  provided  for  collectors  and  treasurers  of  towns. 

Section  11.  Said  village  may  enact  by-laws  by  a  m<i}ority  of 
its  legal  voters  at  a  regularly  called  village  meeting,  regulate  the 
internal  police  affairs  tcithin  the  bounds,  not  inconsistent  ivith  the 
laws  of  the  State,  particularly  those  relating  to  streets,  sidewalks, 
lanes  and  alleys,  cesspools,  sewers,  ditches,  privies,  and  outbuild- 
ings, slaughter  houses,  restraining  aniynals  and  fowls  running  at 
large,  regulating,  building,  and  maintaining  hay  scales,  the  locat- 
ing and  constructing  of  buildings,  providing  for  fire  escapes  in 
public  buildings,  also  the  examination  and  regulation  of  public 
halls  and  buildings  as  to  their  construction,  safety  and  use,  regulat- 
ing the  care  of  ashes,  stoves,  flues  and  chimneys,  and  engines  using 
fire  and  steam,  regulating  the  keeping  of  gunpowder  and  other 
explosives  icithin  the  corporation,  to  regulate  immoderate  driving 
in  the  streets  and  cruelty  to  animals,  to  regulate  the  public  exhibi- 
tion of  public  shows,  to  license  inn  keepers,  restaurants,  billiard 
halls  and  peddlers,  itinerant  vendors  and  auctioneers,  the  regula- 
tion and  the  quarantine  of  infectious  diseases,  and  to  promote  clean- 
liness by  rules  and  ^precautions  necessary  to  prevent  disease,  and 
to  provide  for  fines  in  case  of  isolation  of  any  of  the  above. 

Section  12.  The  trustees  of  the  said  village  shall  hate  the  same 
power  to  lay  out,  alter,  and  discontinue  streets  and  highways  in 
said  village,  as  vested  by  late  in  the  selectmen  of  towns,  and  pro- 
ceedings in  respect  to  laying  out,  altering,  and  discontinuing  streets 
and  highicays  in  said  village  shall  be  had  in  the  same  manner  as 
is  prescribed  by  law  in  respect  to  such  matters  in  toicns,  and  from 
all  their  acts  or  omissions  or  refusals  to  act  in  such  respect,  ap- 
peals may  be  taken  to  the  county  court  in  the  same  manner  as  is 
provided  by  law  from  the  decision  of  selectmen  in  such  matters. 
And  the  selectmen  of  the  town  of  Richmond  shall  have  no  power  to 
Uiff  out,  alter,  or  discontinue  streets  or  highicays  within  the  limits 
of  said  village.  The  trustees  shall  have  full  nower  of  repairing 
streets  and  highways  in  said  village. 

Section  13.  The  trustees  may  appoint  special  police  officers 
and  night  watch  and  such  appointment  shall  be  in  writing  and 
filed  with  the  village  clerk,  such  officers- mat/  make  arrests  of  per- 
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sons  for  violating  village  or  State  laws,  tcithin  tJie  boundary  of 
the  village,  arrest  on  suspicion  as  other  officers  may  do. 

Section  H,  The  trustees  or  town  grand  juror  of  the  town  of 
Richmond  shall  he  the  prosecutors  in  cases  for  violation  of  the 
milage  bylaws  and  their  costs  and  charges  will  be  the  same  a% 
a  town  grand  juror  in  prosecutions  in  beh<ilf  of  the  State,  and  shall 
be  taxed  with  the  other  costs  in  case  of  co7iviction. 

Section  15.  All  the  territory,  except  the  bridge  over  the  Win- 
ooski  river,  embraced  within  the  limits  of  the  said  village  of  Rich- 
mond, is  hereby  constituted  a  highway  district  of  the  town  of 
Richmond,  and  the  selectmen  of  said  town  shall  annually  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  September  of  each  year,  draw  an  order  a» 
the  treasurer  of  said  town,  to  the  treasurer  of  the  said  village  for 
eighty  per  cent,  of  the  amount  of  highway  tax  not  including  the 
five  per  cent  State  tax,  raised  or  assessed  upon  the  grand  list  of 
said  village  to  be  used  and  applied  by  the  trustees  of  said  village  in 
building,  repairing  and  maintaiiiing  the  highways,  streets,  walks, 
ulleys  and  sidewalks  of  said  village,  and  if  any  portion  of  said 
tax  so  paid  into  the  treasury  of  said  village,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
trustees  shall  not  be  needed  for  the  purposes  above  specified,  the 
same  may  be  used  and  expended  for  any  other  purpose  for  the 
benefit  of  the  said  village  or  town  of  Richmond,  by  a  vote  of  said 
village  at  a  legally  called  meeting. 

Section  16.  The  bridge  over  the  Winooski  river  is  not  included 
and  is  7iot  a  paH  of  the  territory  of  this  corporation,  and  this  act 
shall  not  affect  or  relieve  said  village  of  its  proportion  of  any 
lial)ility  for  the  maintaining  of  said  bridge,  and  that  said  bridge 
shall  be  maintained  by  the  town  of  Richmoi\d,  and  the  expense 
thereof  shall  be  borne  by  the  town  of  Richmond,  and  the  village 
of  Richmond,  the  same  as  before  the  passage  of  this  act. 

Section  17.  Auditors  and  trustees  of  said  village  shall  hold 
no  other  office  in  said  village  government  and  if  they  becmne  inter- 
ested in  any  contract  or  busitiess  of  the  village  to  their  profit  their 
office  shall  become  vacant,  said  auditor's  shall  hare  access  to  all 
hooks  and  papers  of  the  corporation  and  they  may  examine  the 
trustees  and  other  officers  at  suitable  times  regarding  the  collec- 
tion and  expenditure  of  village  moneys,  and  said  auditors  shall 
report  to  each  regular  meeting  of  the  village,  and  to  any  special 
mveting  when  they  have  been  so  requested  by  ten  voters,  in  writing, 
at  least  five  days  before  the  time  of  meeting. 

Sectiofi  18.  The  village  may  make  and  enforce  by-laws  impos- 
ing a  fine  or  penalty  payable  to  the  treasurer  of  said  village,  not 
to  exceed  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense.  The  village  shall  be  plain- 
tiff in  said  cause  and  may  recover  such  fine  or  penalty  in  an  action 
on  the  case  on  this  statute,  in  which  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  declare 
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generally  that  the  defendant  is  (luilty  of  the  violation  of  a  certain 
by-law,  naming  such  hy-law  generally  and  under  su^ch  declaration 
special  matter  may  he  given  in  evidence.  Writs  in  an  action  for 
a  violation  of  a  by-law  may  issue  against  the  body  of  the  defendant 
and  the  court  before  whom  any  such  action  is  tried  may  certify,  in 
case  of  conviction,  on  the  execution  issued  in  the  judgfnent  rendered 
in  such  action  that  at  the  time  of  rendering  such  judgment  it 
was  adjudged  by  the  court  that  the  cause  of  action  arose  from  the 
wilful  or  malicious  act  or  neglect  of  the  defendant  and  that  the 
defendant  ought  to  be  confined  in  close  jail  and  special  police  offi- 
cers as  well  as  any  regular  sheriff  or  constable  may  serve  said 
writs,  arrest  defendants  and  take  and  commit  them  to  jail  on  a 
regular  certified  execution,  Fvnes  and  penalties  collected  under 
this  act  and  its  amendments,  and  fines  and  penalties  collected  for 
offenses  committed  within  the  boundary  of  said  village  of  Rich- 
mond,  now  by  law  payable  into  the  treasury  of  the  town  of  Rich- 
mond, shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  said  village  for  the 
general  use  of  said  village. 

Section  19.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  listers  of  the  town  of 
Richmond  in  making  their  assessments  of  real  estate  in  said  town 
to  designate,  in  the  list  by  them  made,  thereat  estate  situated  within 
the  village  of  Richmond  and  in  case  any  piece  or  parcel  of  real 
estate  be  situated  partly  within  and  partly  without  the  limits  of 
said  village,  said  listers  shall  designate  in  said  lists  the  appraised 
value  of  said  real  estate  or  personal  estate  which  lies  within  said 
village,  and  the  town  grand  list  of  the  inhabitants,  tcithin  said  vil- 
lage, each  year  shall  become  the  village  grand  list  for  purposes  of 
taxation  for  that  current  year. 

Section  20,  Whenever  in  this  act  a  vote  of  the  village  is  re- 
gnired  it  shall  mean  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  present,  the 
alterinff  or  repealing  of  a  by-law  and  the  bonding  of  the  corporor 
tion^  which  last  three  named  provisions  shall  require  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  legal  voters  present  at  a  legal  meeting  of  the  village. 

Section  21.  All  meetings  shall  be  called  to  order  by  the  clerk 
or  in  his  absence  by  one  of  the  trustees  who  icill  preside  until  a 
chairman  is  elected.  The  first  meeting  and  all  meetings  of  the 
said  village  until  this  charter  has  lapsed  shall  be  called  to  order  by 
one  of  the  persons  authorized  to  sign  the  waiting  who  shall  preside 
until  a  chairman  is  elected. 

Section  22.  A  member  of  such  corporation  shall  trot  by  reason 
of  such  jnembership  be  disqualified  to  act  as  judge,  juror,  sheriff, 
constable  or  justice  or  attorney  in  any  cause  or  proceeding  in  which 
said  village  is  interested. 

Section  23.     Ttcenty-ffve  legal  voters  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
to  do  business  at  a  legally  called  meeting. 
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Sectioj}  2Jf,     This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage;

Gentlemen  of  the  General  Assembly:

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  INSANE. 
To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

Pursuant  to  the  joint  resolution  passed  by  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives,  your  committee  on  insane  visited 
the  Brattleboro  Retreat  on  Friday,  October  17th,  and  the 
State  Hospital  at  Waterbury,  on  Thursday,  October  23d,  and 
respectfully  report  that  at  both  these  institutions  we  were 
cordially  received  and  given  every  means  possible  to  make  our- 
selves acquainted  wii:h  the  methods  made  use  of  in  the  care 
and  treatment  of  the  inmates,  their  diet  and  opportunities  for 
exercise,  to  observe  the  condition  of  the  halls,  wards  ajid 
rooms,  and  of  the  building  in  every  department.  At  the 
Retreat  the  improvements,  for  which  an  appropriation  of 
$4,000  was  made  at  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly, 
are  not  yet  completed,  but  are  progressing  towards  a  satis- 
factory termination.  The  installation  of  new  bath  rooms  and 
water-closets  is  referred  to.  When  complete  there  will  be 
twelve  in  number  of  these,  and  as  regards  material  and  work- 
manship are  of  the  best.  The  appropriation  covered  only 
about  half  the  cost  of  these  improvements.  The  kitchen  de* 
partment  is  in  great  need  of  remodeling  throughout^  and  it 
is  learned  from  the  officers  that  this  requirement  has  long 
been  recognized,  and  would  have  been  undertaken  but  for  lack 
of  means.  The  apparatus  now  in  use  is  old  and  unfit  for  the 
purpose,  and  food  cannot  be  prepared,  cooked  and  served 
economically.  The  kitchen  is  located  in  the  basement  story 
under  the  wards,  is  poorly  lighted,  badly  ventilated,  and  so 
arranged  as  to  make  it  impossible  to  perform  the  great 
amount  of  work  done  here  to  advantage.  We  believe  it  would 
add  materially  to  the  comfort  and  contentment  of  the  in- 
mates,  if  this  important  department  could  be  put  in  proper 
condition.  There  was  at  the  time  of  our  visit  373  patients  at 
the  Retreat,  218  of  whom  were  supported  by  the  State,  and 
135  by  private  means.  The  institution  has  an  easy  accommo- 
dation for  400  patients,  the  maximum  capacity  being  425. 
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We  are  glad  to  obserTe  that  no  distinction  is  made  between 
private  and  State  patients,  the  rule  of  classification  being 
based  wholly  upon  the  social  and  mental  status  of  the 
patients.  The  officers  of  the  Retreat  regard  the  use  of  re- 
straint in  certain  cases  as  justifiable,  but  only  one  patient^ 
a  female,  was  in  restraint  at  the  time  of  our  visit,  and  that 
for  her  own  protection.  Two  females  were  in  seclusion,  both 
of  whom  were  given  exercise  on  the  halls,  and  they  were  in 
such  condition  as  to  require  the  forcible  restraint  of  two 
attendants  for  each  patient  while  out  of  seclusion.  The  in- 
stitution is  well  equipped  with  electrical  apparatus  and  other 
appliances  for  the  up  to  date  treatment  of  nervous  and  mental 
diseases. 

At  the  State  Hospital  there  were,  on  September  30,  1902, 
258  male  and  254  female  patients,  making  a  total  of  512,  20 
men  having  been  transferred  to  the  Brattleboro  Retreat  Sep- 
tember 3d.  Of  the  512  about  30  were  private  jxitients  paying 
|5  per  week  for  their  support  and  treatment  in  the  hospital. 

The  above  number  is  as  many  as  can  conveniently  be  cared 
for  at  the  present  time.  However,  the  completion  and  occu- 
pancy of  the  nurses'  home  will  make  room  for  15  or  20  more. 
Only  one  patient  was  in  restraint  at  the  time  of  our  visit,  and 
this  one  for  her  own  protection.  None  were  in  seclusion.  In 
comparing  the  condition  of  the  inmates  of  this  institution 
with  that  of  those  at  the  Brattleboro  Retreat,  it  is  only  fair 
to  state  that  when  transfers  have  been  made,  i.  e.,  one  in 
November,  1900,  of  25,  and  one  in  September,  1902,  of  20,  the 
worst  cases  have  been  selected.  Those  transfers  have  been 
made  by  the  trustees,  and  not  by  the  supervisors  of  insane  as 
prescribed  by  section  3259,  Vermont  Statutes. 

Under  the  efficient  management  of  the  medical  director, 
Dr.  Berry,  and  his  corps  of  assistants,  we  believe  the  very 
best  possible  is  being  done  in  the  way  of  care  and  up-to-date 
treatment  of  the  patients.  During  the  biennial  period  an 
operating  room  has  been  furnished  and  all  operations  found 
necessary  have  been  performed  with  notably  good  results. 
The  pathological  laboratory,  also  under  the  supervision  of  Hr. 
Berry,  is  a  material  aid  in  the  diagnosis  and  consequent  intel- 
ligent treatment  of  the  paitients.  There  is  one  thing  lacking, 
and  we  believe  this  same  thing  is  unmistakably  necessary  to 
the  sucessful  prevention  of  the  continuous  increase  of  tuber- 
culosis in  this  institution.  We  refer  to  the  need  of  a  separate 
building  or  pavilion  where  these  cases  can  be  isolated.  \Mien 
it  is  understood  that  there  is  an  alarming  number  of  cases 
of  this  disease  in  the  institution,  this  need  can  be  appreciated. 
Your  committee  earnestly  recommends  and  advises  that  an 
a-ppropriation  be  made  for  such  a  building. 
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The  nurses  home,  for  which  an  appropriation  of  |8,000  was 
made  at  the  last  General  Assembly^  is  nearly  ready  for  occu- 
pancy. In  the  power  room  one  new  engine  and  one  new 
dynamo  to  carry  800  lights  and  one  to  carry  1,500  is  another 
prime  necessity.  We  therefore  recommend  an  appropriation 
of  116,000  for  the  State  Hospital,  f6,000  of  the  same  to  be 
used  in  the  installation  of  the  above  mentioned  machines  in 
the  power  room  and  |10,000  to  be  used  a»  may  be  necessary 
for  the  erection  and  furnishing  a  building  for  tubercular 
patients.  The  committee  also  recommends  an  appropriation 
of  f4^000  for  the  installation  of  a  new  kitchen  department  at 
the  Brattlebopo  Retreat.

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REPORT  OP  THE  JOINT  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  AP- 
POINTED TO  VISIT  THE  STATE  PRISON  AND  EXAM- 
INE INTO  THE  MENTAL  CONDITION  OF  FREDERICK 
EASTWOOD  AND  CHARLES  DOHERTY. 

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

Pursuant  to  a  joint  resolution,  the  committee  appointed 
to  visit  Charles  Doherty  and  Frederick  Eastwood,  now  under 
sentence  of  death  in  the  State  Prison,  and  to  examine  them 
in  regard  to  their  mental  condition,  performed  that  duty  on 
Tuesday,  November  26,  and  hereby  report  as  follows: 

Being  fully  aware  of  the  fact  that  it  is  very  difficult  and  in 
many  cases  impossible  to  determine  the  fact  of  sanity  or 
insanity  of  a  person  upon  one  examination,  nevertheless  in 
the  case  of  Mr.  Doherty  your  committee  are  unanimously  of 
the  opinion  that  he  is  suffering  from  that  form  of  mental 
aberation  known  as  paranoia,  and  is  therefore  insane. 

Being  insane  at  the  present  time  and  the  variety  of  in- 
sanity being  paranoia  we  have  no  doubt  of  the  fact  that  he 
was  insane  at  the  time  he  committed  the  deed  for  which  he 
was  convicted.    The  onset  of  this  form  or  variety  of  mental 
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disease  is  always  gradual  and  usually  it  has  been  in  progress 
several  years  before  recognition.  It  is  an  established  fact 
that  all  paranoiacs  are  dangerous,  and  more  or  less  prone  to 
homicidal  and  other  criminal  acts,  as  a  result  of  the  system- 
atized and  fixed  delusions  of  persecution  from  which  thev 
suffer. 

Your  committee  found  conclusive  evidence  that  Mr. 
I>oherty's  mental  condition  is  as  above  described. 

In  regard  to  Mr.  Eastwood,  we  are  unanimously  of  the 
opinion  that  he  is  suffering  from  alcoholic  dementia,  compli- 
cated by  the  degenerative  disease  of  the  spinal  oord  known 
as  locomotor  ataxia,  there  being  present  unmistakable 
pathognomonic  signs  and  symptoms  of  this  last  named  dis- 
ease. As  to  his  dementia  being  that  known  as  alcoholic  or 
the  result  and  a  part  of  general  paresis  (paralytic  dementia) 
there  is  some  little  doubt,  with  the  consensus  of  opinion  of 
the  committee  in  favor  of  the  former. 

The  man  is  a  wreck  mentally  and  physically.  His  weight 
has  dropped  from  220  to  147  pounds  since  his  imprisonment. 
There  are  progressive  degenerative  changes  going  on  in  his 
brain  and  spinal  cord  that  are  incurable,  and  as  in  all  such 
cases  will  go  on  to  a  fatal  termination.

Sir. — From  time  to  time  the  employees  of  the  United 
States  Geological  Survey  have  been  embarassed  in  the  prose- 
cution of  their  field  surveys  by  individuals  refusing  to  permit 
them  to  enter  upon  their  property.  With  a  view  to  obviating 
this  diflSculty,  I  have  the  honor  to  recomniend  that  you  submit 
to  the  next  session  of  your  Legislature  an  act  similar  to  the 
one  hereinafter  cited. 

I  am  sure  that  a  compliance  with  this  request  by  your  legis- 
lature will  be  in  the  interests  of  your  State  in  that  it  will 
enable  the  Geological  Survey  to  carry  on  most  conveniently 
its  important  scientific  and  engineering  work. 

Acts  similar  to  the  following  have  been  passed  by  the 
Legislatures  of  New  York,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  and  Maine, 
and,  by  a  large  number  of  States,  similar  acts  have  been 
passed  in  the  interests  of  the  United  States  Coast  and 
Geodetic  Survey: 

An  Act  authorizing  any  person  employed  under  and  by  virtue 
of  an  act  of  CJongress  of  the  United  States  relating  to  the 
surveys  of  the  Geological  Survey  of  the  United  States. 

For  the  purpose  of  making  the  surveys  required  of  the 
federal  Geological  Survey  by  acts  of  the  United  States  Con- 
gress, it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  persons  employed  in  making 
the  same  to  enter  upon  the  lands  within  the  boundaries  of 
this  State,  but  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  as  authorizing 
any  unnecessary  interference  with  private  rights.

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

Pursuant  to  a  joint  resolution,  your  joint  standing  com- 
mittee on  the  House  of  Correction  visited  that  institution 
on  Friday,  November  7,  1902,  and  now  beg  leave  to  submit 
the  following  report: 

Accompanied  by  one  of  the  directors,  Mr.  John  N.  AVood- 
fin,  and  Superintendent  D.  L.  Morgan,  your  committee  in- 
spected every  department  of  the  institution,  noting  the  condi- 
tion of  the  buildings  and  the  care  taken  to  keep  the  same  in 
the  best  possible  state  of  repair. 

The  fact  that  no  sickness  exists  at  this  time  among  the 
inmates  speaks  well  for  the  efforts  made  to  secure  and  main- 
tain a  good  sanitary  condition. 

During  the  year  of  1901  an  addition  was  made  to  the  main 
building.  This  addition  furnishes  eight  new  cells  for  the 
women's  department,  also  an  extra  bathroom,  and  a  spacious 
work  room  for  men. 

Your  committee  found  that  the  military  drill  and  calis- 
thenic  exercises  had  been  abandoned,  and  are  of  the  opinion 
that  this  was  an  unwise  move.  Your  committee  believe  that 
the  purposes  of  imprisonment  are  first:  protection  to  society; 
second,  punishment  for  crime  committed,  and  third,  refonna- 
tion  of  prisoners.  The  majority  of  commitments  are  of 
young  men,  they  need  exercise  outside  the  work  room. 
Profit  to  State  is  a  secondary  consideration.  The  physicians 
in  charge  of  the  institution  for  several  years  have  commended 
the  daily  outdoor  exercise,  and  the  superintendent  states  that 
it  is  beneficial.  Good  judgment  would  say  that  it  is  good  for 
the  discipline  and  health  of  the  inmates. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  Directors  of  the  House 
of  Correction,  instruct  the  superintendent  of  that  institution 
to  give  the  prisoners,  at  least,  one  half  hour  exercise  daily 
(Sunday  excepted)  in  the  open  air,  weather  permitting.  We 
recommend  that  the  full  printed  biennial  report  of  former 
years  be  continued  as  regards  the  list  of  commitments,  rules, 
oflBcers's  salaries,  etc.,  and  we  further  recommend  that  six- 
teen hundred  dollars  (|1,600)  be  appropriated  to  purchase  and 
install  an  electric  light  plant,  and  a  pump  or  water  engine, 
which  will  be  a  saving  to  the  State  in  annual  expenses,  which 
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will  save  for  the  State  annually  from  40  to  50  per  cent,  on 
the  money  thus  invested.

APPENDIX  F. 


REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  MILITARY  AFFAIRS. 

Your  committee  report  that  on  October  30th  the  com- 
mittee visited  the  Soldiers'  Home  at  Bennington  in  comx)an7 
with  Messrs*.  Kinsman  and  Greenleaf  of  the  trustees.  Upon 
arriving  at  the  station  in  Bennington  we  found  ample  con- 
veyances in  waiting  which  took  us  to  the  Home  proper  where 
we  received  a  cordial  greeting  from  Superintendent  and  Mrs. 
Hannon,  who  also  had  in  waiting  dinner  to  which  ample 
justice  was  done.  After  which  the  committee  were  shown 
every  portion  of  the  Home  premises,  to  which  we  gave  a  thor- 
ough inspection^  finding  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  Home 
in  a  most  satisfactory  condition.  The  grounds,  buildings, 
stock  and  tools  were  evidence  of  good  management.  We 
found  the  hospital  taxed  to  its  utmost  in  the  care  of  the  sick 
veterans  and  are  of  the  opinion  that  more  room  in  that  de- 
partment of  the  Home  will  soon  be  needed.  In  conversation 
with  a  goodly  number  of  the  inmates  we  heard  only  the  high- 
est praise  as  to  their  treatment  and  care.  The  number  of 
inmates  and  cost  of  maintaining  the  same,  with  that  of  the 
buildings,  and  so  forth,  having  been  fully  given  in  the  reports 
of  the  Superintendents  and  trustees,  we  deem  it  unessential 
to  enter  into  those  details  at  this  time.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE. 


Recognizing  that  the  decease  of  our  late  secretary  and 
librarian,  on  September  2S,  1902,  demands  more  than  a 
formal  announcement  in  our  records,  we  unite  in  adding  the 
following: 

Before  1873,  the  first  year  of  his  incumbency,  no  State 
Librarian  held  the  position  long  enough  to  carry  out  any  far- 
reaching  plans.  In  Mr.  Huse,  a  well-read  lawyer,  a  man  of 
literary  tastes,  and  the  soundest  judgment,  and  a  loving  son 
of  Vermont,  the  State  found  one  whose  eminent  qualifications 
for  the  post  forbade  his  dismissal,  and,  as  years  ran  on,  the 
library  increased  in  number  of  volumes  from  about  17,000  to 
over  38,000.  Among  them  due  prominence  was  given  to  the 
history  and  literature  of  Vermont,  and  the  gradual  purchase 
of  works  pertaining  to  American  law  at  length  made  that 
department  also  one  of  the  best  collections  in  the  country. 
Eventually  the  worth  of  the  library  to  the  State  became  so 
evident  that  safe  and  convenient  quarters  in  a  new  structure 
were  provided  for  it,  and  the  Legislature  from  time  to  time 
increased  its  appropriations  for  the  purchase  of  additions 
from  the  $250  per  annum  of  thirty  years  ago  to  about  |1,500. 
The  State  Library  of  to-day,  rich  in  what  was  most  needed, 
w^ell  housed  and  classified,  and  in  part  catalogued,  attests 
the  value  of  the  continuous,  intelligent  and  loyal  devotion  of 
a  conscientious  and  competent  public  servant  for  nearly  thirty 
years. 

We  deplore  his  sudden  departure  in  the  prime  of  a  vigor- 
ous and  most  useful  manhood;  and,  recognizing  his  great 
worth,  would  address  ourselves  earnestly  to  carrying  out  the 
work  he  left  unfinished.

SCHOOL. 

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

Pursuant  to  a  joint  resolution,  your  joint  standing  com- 
mittee on  the  Industrial  School,  accompanied  by  the  com- 
mittees on  State  Prison  and  House  of  Correction,  visited  the 
Industrial  School  on  Friday,  November  7,  1902,  and  now 
respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

Upon  arriving  at  Vergennes,  we  were  met  by  Superintend- 
ent Ingalls  and  Hon.  J.  W.  Weeks,  a  trustee  of  the  school, 
who  had  provided  teams  to  convey  us  to  the  school.  Upon 
our  arrival  we  made  a  thorough  examination  of  the  school, 
the  buildings,  the  schoolrooms,  the  culinary  department,  the 
store  rooms,  the  heating  and  ventilating  facilities  and  the 
farm  buildings.  Your  committee  found  everything  in  good 
condition  and  were  especialy  pleased  with  the  general  cleanli- 
ness and  neatness  displayed  in  each  department. 

To  the  superintendent,  matron  and  teachers  too  much 
credit  cannot  be  given  for  the  admirable  conduct  of  the  school 
department.  We  visited  the  classrooms,  and  were  especi- 
ally surprised  at  the  excellence  displayed  by  the  pupils,  and 
their  apparent  eagerness  to  learn.  We  would  particularly 
note  the  instruction  given  in  civics,  and  feel  that  every  school 
in  the  State  might  well  emulate  the  work  done  here  in  instruc- 
tion in  the  duties  in  citizenship.  In  our  judgment  this  school 
will  compare  favorably  with  the  best  of  our  public  schools  as 
to  teaching,  ability  and  discipline,  and  is  far  ahead  of  many 
in  the  spirit  shown  by  the  children  in  their  attitude  toward 
their  teachers  and  toward  their  work. 

We  found  the  farm  in  a  highly  prosperous  condition,  the 
stock  well  cared  for,  and  the  bams  in  excellent  repair.

Let  us  then,  their  children,  surrounded  as  we  are  by  mani- 
fold blessings,  reverently  continue  the  custom,  and  at  altar 
and  by  fireside  make  devout  acknowledgment  to  Almighty 
God  for  his  goodness  and  mercy. 

For  in  the  year  that  has  gone  He  has  given  us  health  and 
peace  and  plenty  under  liberty  regulated  by  law.

The  custom  of  tree  planting  and  the  preservation  of  the 
woods  on  lands  not  suitable  for  other  agricultural  use  ought 
to  be  fostered  in  everv  wav.    Where  the  matter  has  been 
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given  any  attention,  many  believe  that  the  time  is  ripe  for 
individual  public  spirit  and  legislative  action  to  unite  and 
prevent  the  further  indiscriminate  destruction  of  our  forests. 
There  are  other  uses  for  trees  than  sawed  lumber  and  pulp 
wood. 

If  the  present  commercial  turn  of  mind  is  long  continued, 
the  day  is  fast  approaching,  in  this  State,  when  it  will  be  all 
poetry  and  no  truth  to  say: 

**  This  is  the  forest  primeval.    The  murmuring  pines  and  hemlocks. 
Bearded  with  moss,  and  in  garments  green,  indistinct  in  the  twilight. 
Stand  like  druids  of  eld." 

Therefore,  to  keep  the  subject  of  tree  culture  and  fon^st 
preservation  before  the  people,  both  in  theory  and  practice, 
Friday,  the  3d  day  of  May,  next,  is  designated  as  Arbor  Day,
